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Higher tax bill 
now may save 
$1.6 million

A repayment schedule that will add 


$14 to an average Arlington Heights 
homeowner's tax bill has been adopted 
for a $3.5 million non-r.oferendum bond 
is.ftie for flood-control work. 


Under the schedule, taxpayers will 


retire the bond issue in 12 years in- 
stead of the customary 15 or 20 years 
in order to save interesl costs. 


On the 12-year plan, total interest 


for the S3.S million issue will be about 
$1.3 million compared to $2.8 million 
in interest that would be due if the 
money were borrowed over 20 years. 


THE SHORTER repayment plan 


means a higher tax rate — 14 cents 
per $100 assessed valuation compared 
to 10 cents on a 20-year schedule. But 
the village's financial consultant, Ron- 
ald V. Norene of Paul Speer & Associ- 
ates, 
Chicago, recommended the 


speeded-up debt retirement because 
of the $1,6 million interest savings. The 
village board's 
finance 
committee 


adopted the recommendation Wednes- 
day night. 


On a total real estate tax bill of 


$1.000 or more, the difference between 
a $10 and $14 village tax increase is 
minimal, Norene said. 


T h e 
Arlington Heights Village 


Board is scheduled to meet Dec. 29 to 
consider bids on the $3.3 million and 
adopt a bond ordinance. 


N'orene estimated a 5.5 per cent in- 


terest rate on a 12-year repayment 
schedule versus 6.5 per cent on a 20- 
year plan. 


The .14 tax rate is for the first year 


of the bond issue and will decrease if 
the total assessed valuation of the vil- 
lage increases. 


THE VILLAGE BOARD plans to is- 


sue the bonds without referendum un- 
der its home rule powers. 


The $3.5 million will be used for 


grading a park district golf course at 
the Nike Base, regrading of Hasbrook 
Park, construction of a Walnut Ave- 
nue storm sewer, construction of a 
Hickory 
Meadows-Arlington 
Knolls 


storm water retention basin, and ac- 
quisition of a basin site for the Ridge 
Park-Sherwood areas. 


Matching local funds for a $500,000 


state grant to buy 113 acres of land 
for Lake Arlington, Windsor Drive 
and the Commonwealth Edison Co. 
right-of-way, also will come from the 
bond issue. 


The construction work will virtually

Affluence 
helps 


in bond rating 


The affluence of Arlington Heights' 


residents should help the village im- 
prove its rating in the municipal bond 
market, according to a senior finan- 
cial adviser. 


Of the 353 U.S. cities with popu- 


lations over 50,000, only one has a 
higher average family income than 
the Village of Arlington Heights, says 
Ronald V. Norene, vice president of 
Paul Speer & Associates, Chicago, fi- 
nancial advisors to the village. 


Arlington Heights, with a median 


family income of about $17,000, ac- 
cording to 1970 census figures, is 
topped only by Southfield, Mich., a 
Detroit suburb, which had an $18,000 
average family income, Norene says. 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS' high aver- 


age Income is a "flag to wave" at 
bond-rating services, Norene said, 
who will try to upgrade the village's 
present A rating in connection with an 
upcoming $3.5 million general-obliga- 
tion bond issue for flood control. 


An upgrading from an A to an AA 


classification would mean a lower in- 
terest rate on the bonds because the 
higher rating indicates that village 
securities are a low-risk investment.

3 presidents linked to CIA's role in Chile 


WASHINGTON (UPD - The CIA, with the approval 


of three presidents and their top advisers, spent more 
than $13 million on a 10-year "extensive and contin- 
uous" undercover campaign to manipulate Chile's poli- 
tics, a special Senate report said Thursday. 


A staff member characterized Henry A. Kissinger, 


both as secretary of state and special White House ad- 
viser, as "the central figure . . . the architect . . . the 
principal in designing over-all policy in Chile" for seven 
years of the decade of U.S. interference between 1963 
and 1973. 


The 62-page report was prepared by staff members of 


the Senate Select Committee on Intelligence. 


"DID THE THREAT to vital U.S. national security 


interests posed by the presidency of Salvador Allende 


justify the several major covert attempts to prevent his 
accession to power?" the report asked, and answered 
itself: 


"Three American Presidents and their senior advi- 


sors evidently thought so." 


It said that starting with the administration of John 


F. Kennedy and running through Lyndon B. Johnson 
and Nixon, CIA money covertly "financed activities 
covering a broad spectrum, from-simple propaganda 
manipulation of the press to large-scale support for Chi- 
lean political parties, from public opinion polls to direct 
attempts to foment a military coup." 


Halfway through the decade of clandestine actions, it 


said, "the CIA engaged in another special effort, this 
time at the express request of President Nixon and 


under the injunction not to inform the Dept. of State or 
Defense or the ambassador of the project," the report 
said. 


"THE CIA," it said, "attempted directly to start a 


military coup in Chile" in 1970 to prevent the election of 
Allende as South America's first Marxist president. The 
project failed and Allende was installed as president 
only to be overthrown and killed in a non-CIA sponsored 
military coup Sept. 11,1973. 


Committee staff members told reporters "this is not 


the end of our investigation of Chile." The committee 
arranged an open session Thursday to hear testimony 
from Edward M. Korry and Ralph Dungan, former am- 
bassadors to Chile. Both have left government service. 


At the hearing, committee counsel William Miller 


read a report saying that thousands of covert actions 
throughout the world had been undertaken by the CIA 
since 1947. 


These were carried out, said Miller, in the absence of 


anv law forbidding them and only on the basis of a 
section of the National Security Act of 1947, authorizing 
the CIA to "perform such other functions and duties 
related to intelligence affecting the national security as 
the National Security Council may from time to time 
direct. 


"The record examined thus far shows that covert ac- 


tion programs over the past 30 years have been suc- 
cessful generally against weak nations and far less so 
against our major potentialenemies," Miller said.

Party officials filed an emergency petition asking the 
court to uphold a plan already approved by the Democratic Nation- 
al Committee. The plan will give Chicago more delegates to the 
1979 convention than it had in 1972 at the expense of suburban and 
Downstate congressional districts. The party must present a plan to 
the Illinois Board of Elections by Monday on how delegates will be 
selected next year. A spokesman for the election board said it will 
abide by the court decision. If the court upholds the plan, the 12th 
Congressional District will be allowed three party delegates to the 
national convention, In 1972 four delegates were selected to repre- 
sent the district.

'Debates' by Walker, 
Howlett planned in area 


Three Northwest suburban commu- 


nities have been chosen as sites for a 
series of debates between Gov. Daniel 
Walker and Sec. of State Michael 
Hewlett. 


Although Hewlett already has said 


he wiH not debate the governor in 
their battle for the Democratic guber- 
natorial 
nomination, Walker said 


Thursday he will appear at each of 
the 52 sites he has selected around Il- 
linois. 


"He can debate or he can hide," 


Walker said at a press conference in 
Chicago, which was the last stop on a 
day of press conferences he held 
around the state. 


"HOWLETT MUST prove to the 


people he is not beholden to Mayor 
Daley. The position Mike Howlett 
takes can determine whether Mike 
Howlett is his own man or whether 
Daley pulls the strings," Walker said. 


Hoffman Estates, Schaumburg and 


Arlington Heights are among the 
towns where Walker said he will hold 
the debates. 


The governors announcement was 


reminiscent of his 1972 primary cam- 
paign against U.S. Rep. Paul Simon, 
D-24th. Simon refused to debate Walk- 
er and Walker went around Illinois de- 
bating an empty chair and playing 
tapes of Simon speeches as Simon's 
answers to debate issues. 


Walker told newsmen that he did 


not consider his challenge to Howlett 
a stunt to get more television expos- 
ure 


"I CAN GET on television. I can go 


around the state making news," Walk- 
er said. He said that while debates 
may not be the only way to bring out 
the issues in a campaign, debates 
help the candidates state their posi- 
tions side by side for the voter to 
compare. 


In stating that he would not debate 


Walker, Howlett said, "Walker can 
draw his own crowds." 


Walker said that during his long ca- 


reer in public life, Howlett has never 
taken a stand on issues that are im- 
portant to the people. 


"The public should know where 


Mike Howlett stands on taxes, RTA, 
ERA, 
abortion, the death penalty and 


gun control to name a few," Walker 
said.

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3 Teamsters named in Hoffa abduction 


DETROIT (UPI) - Federal offi- 


cials said Thursday that a witness has 
identified three New Jersey Team- 
sters as "active participants" in the 
abduction and murder of former 
Teamsters International boss James 
R. Moffa. 


A second witness, officials said, saw 


the abduction July 30 but does not 
know the identities of persons in- 
volved. 


"The first witness will identify them 


(the three men) as active participants 
in the abduction and murder of James 
R. Moffa." Robert E. Ozer, head of 
the U.S. Organized Crime Strike Task 


Force in Detroit, told a federal court 
judge. 


The judge, James P. Churchill, 


granted a government request to com- 
pel the New Jersey trio to appear at 
an identification line-up so that the 
second witness can determine if they 
are the same men he watched make 
the abduction. 


The developments caused a furor 


and caught even the Hoffa family by 
surprise. 


"It came as a surprise to me," said 


Hoffa's 
only son, Detroit lawyer 


James P. Hoffa. "I think this is only 
the first of several revelations to 


come. I don't think the full story is 
out yet." 


Ozer did not identify the witnesses 


or elaborate on their testimony. 


The three men implicated by Ozer 


during a hearing before Churchill 
were identified as: 


—Salvatore Briguglio of Paramus, 


N. J., business agent for Teamsters 
local 560 and a longtime associate of 
Anthony "Tony Pro" Provenzano, for 
many years president of 560 and one 
of three men Hoffa said he planned to 
meet July 30, the day of his dis- 
appearance. 


—Gabriel Briguglio, brother of Sal- 


vator.e and a reputed member of local 
560. 


—Thomas A. Andretta, 38, of Has- 


brouck Heights, N. J., a reputed union 
enforcer linked by police sources with 
Joseph "Bayonne Joe" Zicarelli, the 
alleged crime boss of northern New 
Jersey. 


The three men, plus Andretta's 


brother Stephen, who lives in Little 
Ferry, N. J., appeared briefly Thurs- 
day before a federal grand jury in- 
vestigating the Hoffa case. Their law- 
yer said they all pleaded the Fifth 
Amendment. 


The Briguglio brothers and Thomas 


Andretta were ordered by Churchill to 


appear for an identification line-up in 
Oakland County, where Hoffa lived 
and where he vanished. 


Ozer said the second witness would 


appear at the lineup. 


Developments came quickly Thurs- 


day after a lull of several weeks in 
the Hoffa investigation 


The four New Jersey men, and a 


fifth witness from Detroit, filed into 
and out of the grand jury room. 


Within 90 minutes, Ozer appeared 


before Churchill seeking an order to 
carry out the lineup. He said the three 
men refused to take part voluntarily. 


Ozer did not mention the govern- 


ment's two witnesses until he ap- 
peared in the courtroom, where he 
also disclosed why the government 
linked the New Jersey men with Hoffa. 


The New Jersey men were subpoe- 


naed to appear before the Detroit 
grand jury following investigation in 
that state by the FBI and after three 
checks with search warrants — at a 
large landfill area in Jersey City, a 
safety deposit box in Union City and a 
file cabinet in Teamsters Local 56; in 
Union City, where Provenzano was lo- 
cal president for many years. 


What, if anything, the agents found 


was not disclosed. 


Rail strike fear 
ends as tentative 
accord reached 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The rail- 


roads and 
four 
shopcraft unions 


reached tentative agreement on a new 
contract Thursday, averting a nation- 
wide strike that had threatened dis- 
ruption of the economy. 


The approximately 70,000 members 


of the unions had been scheduled to 
walk out at 5 a.m., but overnight ne- 
gotiations produced an early-morning 
breakthrough which led to the tenta- 
tive settlement announced at noon 
Thursday. 


The contract now goes to the mem- 


bership for what a union spokesman 
predicted would be routine ratifica- 
tion. It provides wage and cost of liv- 
ing Increases, along with revised work 
rules, over a three-year period retro- 
active to last Dec. 31, when the old 
contract expired. 


Settlement of the dispute, which in- 


volved protracted wrangling over the 
work rules, was announced by W. J. 
Usery Jr., the chief federal mediator 
who presided over the virtually non- 
stop negotiations which began Mon- 
day. 


Usery told reporters he was pleased 


that the negotiators were able to 
avert a walkout, which he said 
"would have been hurting to the econ- 
omy." 


A strike would have halted prac- 


tically all railroad operations since 
other workers would have observed 
shopcraft picket lines. 


"We do not believe we will have any 


problem with the ratification," said 
James Yost, head of the AFL-CIO 
railway employe department repre- 
senting the unions. He said that proce- 
dure will begin late next week and be 
completed within 30 days.

In other legislation: the Senate passed and sent to the 
House a massive $8.6 billion railroad aid bill. . . The House voted 
to retain strong anti-busing language in a money bill financing the 
Departments of Labor and Health, and Education and Welfare. The 
bill went to the Senate... A $2.3 billion outlay to keep New York 
City solvent was approved by the Senate Appropriations Commit- 
tee. 


Research panel hits sleeping pills 


A research panel said Thursday Americans are spending $58 mil- 


lion a year on nonprescription sleeping pills, stimulants and re- 
laxers which, with the sole exception of caffeine, have no ingredient 
that can be proven absolutely safe or effective. The scientists also 
said they were "shocked at the way the products are advertised. 
They said claims for "natural sleep" should be banned where night- 
time steeping pills are concerned.

nocent Thursday to federal charges of mail fraud and activity ban- 
red under anti-racketeering statutes.

That group had killed two other hos- 
tages earlier. 


The Amsterdam raiders shot their 


way up the stairs of the red brick con- 
sulate shortly, after noon, wounding at 
least one person, according to police. 


They said at least 17 of the 37 hos- 


tages were children but the terrorists 
later released five of them hi ex- 
change for a television set, a radio 
and a megaphone. 


Indonesian Consul Bustanul Arafin, 


Vice Consul Mohammad Hassan Wi- 
rastra and two other men escaped 
from the consulate, three by sliding 
down a rope and a fourth by jumping 
from a window. The gunmen shot and 
wounded one of the men. 


The attack coincided with the shoot- 


Ing by seven South Moluccans of the 
hostage aboard the two-car passenger 
tram hijacked hi the flat green farm 
pastures near Beilen, 75 miles north- 
east of Amsterdam. 


The hijackers, armed with subma- 


chineguns and other weapons, shot the 
hostage and dumped him out of the 
train in retaliation for Dutch refusal 
to meet a noon deadline for a get- 
away bus and plane. 


It could not be determined imme- 


diately if the man was dead. 


"This thing we have done is not to 


be considered an act of reprisal but a 
scream for justice," the bandits said 


in a message to reporters. 


The gunmen seized the train Tues- 


day and shot and killed the engineer 
and another hostage. They continued 
to hold 38 hostages Thursday. 


They had released four hostages 


earlier and 21 others managed to leap 
from the train and scramble to safety. 


The Dutch cabinet met in emergen- 


cy session in the Hague Thursday af- 
ternoon to discuss the situation. 


Earlier Dutch Justice Minister An- 


dreas van Agt repeated a government 
pledge not to offer safe conduct to the 
gunmen or to show them any lenien- 
cy. 


Van Agt said the government had 


not ruled out the use of force if neces- 
sary to free the hostages. 


About 30 khaki-clad Dutch Marines 


and 150 police sharpshooters ringed 
the train and Dr. J. Boosman, chief 
medical officer of the Dutch railroads, 
geared for a "maximum calamity."

Publicly, the President went no fur- 


ther. But Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissingec disclosed at a briefing for 
reporters that the United States in- 
dicated interest during the talks in a 
tentative Chinese formula for getting 
around the complex, sensitive issue of 
Taiwan. 


Early Friday, Peking time, Ford 


was escorted by Teng to the Peking 
airport and departure ceremonies that 
included the playing of national an- 
thems and a review of the guard of 
honor.

CST Thursday Air 
Force One took off on a 7% hour flight 
to Ford's next stop, Jakarta, In- 
donesia.

More parking asked 


at race track station 


L. A. Hanson, Arlington Heights vil- 


lage manager, is negotiating to get 
100 to 200 more commuter parking 
spaces at Arlington Park Race Track. 


The existing 650 spaces at the Ar- 


lington Park train station are filled 
daily, Hanson said. 


A 1971 agreement between the vil- 


lage, Arlington Park and the Chicago 
and North Western Ry. requires the 
race track to provide up to 850 com- 
muter parking spaces. 


Details of location and a timetable 


for providing the added parking are 
still under study. Increasing the size 
of the parking lot will not affect the 
50-cent daily parking fee, Hanson 
said.

The recommendation was triggered 


by a request from J. R. Carlson Labo- 
ratories, Chicago, a vitamin dis- 
tributor, for a $350,000 industrial bond 
issue.

INDUSTRIAL REVENUE bonds are 


issued by a municipality, but backed 
and paid for exclusively by the busi- 
ness for which they are issued. The 
bonds are not guaranteed by any local 
taxes. 


Because interest on the municipal 


bonds is tax-exempt, the interest rate 
is generally 1.5 to 2 per cent lower 
than on private market bonds. 


Carlson 
said he requested the 


$350,000 bond issue at the suggestion 
of his bank. "We are stopped by the 
high cost of construction financing. It 
has put us in a position where we 
don't know which way to turn," he 
said.

at 5500 N. Kedzie Ave., Chicago. The 
company 
distributes 
vitamins 
to 


health food stores nationwide. It em- 
ploys 42 persons. 


TRUSTEE Frank Palmatier, fi- 


nance committee chairman, reacted 
favorably to the Carlson Laboratories' 
request — the first time the village 
has been asked for industrial revenue 
bond financing. 


"We have an opportunity to go into 


this in a very small way and gain 
some experience," Palmatier said. "I 
tend to favor this." 


The maximum bond issue possible 


for any single business is $5 million 
according to state statutes. 


Other trustees are more skeptical of 


industrial revenue bonds.

ing with Arlington Heights and Mount 
Prospect officials because the county 
zoning recommendations are based on 
"incorrect information." He said he 
will ask the village officials to help 
him set the facts straight as the coun- 
ty board begins study of the new land- 
use plan. 


"THE OFFICIALS on the county 


board have misconstrued a number of 
the essential elements in the matter," 
Magnus said. His comments apparent- 
ly refer to a restrictive covenant that 
went along with the original zoning of 
the property. 


County zoning board members said 


this covenant would have prohibited 
construction of the 728 units proposed 
for the property, located between Ar- 
lington Heights and Mount Prospect. 
At the hearings Magnus contended 
that expansion of his facility would 
have been allowed under the cov- 
enant. He said new zoning for the 
property, therefore, should also allow 
this construction.

Tuition at NtU has jumped from

Rising costs hit private schools, too 


The cost of going to college is con- 


siderably higher at private colleges 
and universities which are not subsi- 
dized by tax dollars. Tuition in pri- 
vate schools is also on the increase, 
according to officials. 


Tuition is now 53,840 for three quar- 


ters at Northwestern University in 
Evanston. Tuition went up $300 from 
last year and university officials said 
they anticipate another $300 increase 
next year, although the 1976-77 tuition 
won't be determined until spring. 


AT THE UNIVERSITY of Chicago, 


on Chicago's South Side, tuition is cur- 
rently $3,210 and officials predict a 
"slight increase." Last year tuition 
went up by $210 and increased $150 
the year before that. Increases in tui-

Board of Education is continuing 
its time-worn pattern of refusing 
to release public information. 


Earlier this week, the board 


gave its top administrators sala- 
ry increases but refused to dis- 
close the precise amount these 
people are being paid. It's not a 
major issue, but it is just one 
more example of the board 
keeping the public's business 
private. 


Of the 17 elementary, high 


school and community college 
districts that serve the North- 
west suburbs, Dist. 62 is the only 
school district that conceals the 
amount of tax dollars that are 
spent for the salaries of individ- 
ual administrators. 


Park boards, municipalities, 


libraries, townships and other 
public governing bodies accept 
the fact that when tax dollars 
are involved, the public has a 
right to know. 


The Dist. 62 board falls back 


on the excuse that it follows the 
letter of the law by printing ad- 
ministrators' salaries in their 
annual financial statement. Sal-

• Most districts put their an- 


nual budget on public display 
not only in the administration 
center but in libraries, school of- 
fices and other public places. In 
Dist. 62 a person may only see 
the budget if an appointment is 
made with the business man- 
ager. 


• While most board presi- 


dents are accessible to the pub- 
lic and press, the Dist. 62 board 
president last spring asked that 
all questions be submitted to her 
early in the day and she will re- 
spond at a later time. 


The blame for this secretive 


situation rests not only with the 
board but with a community 
that allows it to exist. Voter 
turnout at elections is low; few 
if any residents attend meetings, 
there are no citizen committees 
or study groups; no one seems 
to care much about this lack of 
citizen participation. 


A school district, like any oth- 


er taxing body, should go out of 
its way to be open and Inform 
the public of the decisions that 
are pending and that have been 
taken. 


Nothing should be hidden be- 


hind a veil of secrecy.

Political ob- 
servers who have looked at the 
pre-campalgn efforts of both Re- 
publican candidates say it is going 
to be a fight. 


The foregoing cast of characters 


wants brief identification. Thom- 
son Is the state's super-con- 
servative governor, who has been 
calling for a GOP presidential 
candidate at least as far to the 
right as Reagan. 


Callaway is Ford's campaign 


manager, who got a lot of heat 
last summer for saving, among 
other things, that the President 
might not win in New Hampshire. 


The political observers are news 


folk who don't know which Re- 
publican is going to win in New 
Hampshire, but are well aware 
that the state's voters have a de-

served reputation for making 
cocksure pundits look like driv- 
eling idiots. 


WHEN THE CAMPAIGN starts 


early next year, it should become 
possible to make at least partially 
educated guesses about the result. 
Until then, there is not much to go 
on except New Hampshire's 
record, and it reveals one inter- 
esting point that may be giving 
the President's campaign some 
comfort. 


Fact: "Conservative" presiden- 


tial candidates do not win the 
New Hampshire 
presidential 


primary when they have "moder- 
ate" or "liberal" competition. 


There are only two cases to 


back this up. In 1952, Dwight D. 
Eisenhower defeated Sen. Robert 
A. Taft of Ohio, 46,661 to 35,838 in 
New Hampshire. In 1964, Henry 
Cabot Lodge beat Sen. Barry 
Goldwater of Arizona, 33,007 to 
20,692. 


In each of these primaries, It 


was the moderate and liberal 
GOP vote rather than the con- 
servative that was split: Harold 
Stassen came in third in 1952 and 
Nelson Rockefeller and Richard 
Nixon trailed the leaders in 1964. 


IT IS POSSIBLE to find reasons 


for these two results apart from 
the ideological preferences of New 
Hampshire citizens. In 1952, Eis- 
enhower was a revered war hero. 
In 1964, Goldwater had made 
some hard statements about the 
East Coast, such as sawing it off 
from the rest of the country. 


But the fact remains that the 


candidate perceived as the most 
conservative has not won in .a con- 
tested New Hampshire primary in 
more than a quarter century. 


Why should a conservative even 


be expected to do well In New 
Hampshire? Two factors seem to 
to at work. First, New Englan- 


ders have the reputation for being 
Republicans and conservatives. 
Second, the Manchester Union 
Leader's strong conservative edi- 
torial voice gets more national at- 
tention than any other in the 
state. 


MAINE, VERMONT, Rhode Is- 


land, Massachusetts, Connecticut 
and New Hampshire have 12 sena- 
tors, and only three are Republi- 
cans. All three are regarded as 
Republican liberals. Only two of 
the six states have GOP-domi- 
nated House delegations. 


Of the six New England gover- 


nors, Thomson is the only Re- 
publican. Both New Hampshire 
senators are Democrats and the 
House delegation is split, with the 
single Republican regarded as a 
moderate with a 67 fating on 
Americans for Constitutional Ac- 
tion's 100 point scale. The state 
Senate elected in 1974 was split 
evenly, 12-12, and the Republicans 
dominated the House, 231-168.

Jaime and daughter Kristin. Now Thompson watches the Christmas 
smites in their eyes. 


"IT'S HARD FOR me to imagine a young child getting up Christ- 


mas morning and having nothing there," Thompson said as Jaime 
and Kristin romped among the trlcycles.dolls and toys of all sorts 
which have accumulated in his 800 Lee St. office. 


Christmas is more than bows and ribbons and wrapping paper. 


Little kids aren't expected to know that. Their parents don't always 
understand, either. Bill Thompson is thankful he learned, 


Thompson was not home for Christmas seven years ago. He spent 


the holidays In Vietnam. 


He will not soon forget a Christmas which was confusing, to say

Thompson served a second Vietnam hitch before he landed duty 


at a Naval base in Philadelphia. That's where he first worked with 
Toys for Tots six years ago. 


He's been with this area's program for three yean. One-half mil- 


lion toys were collected locally last Christmas. "It just barely met 
our needs," Thompson said. 


This year's Chicago goal is one million toys. They'll be funneled 


through distribution centers in Glenview, Joliet, Chicago, Waukegan 
and Gary, Ind. 


THERE'S NO telling whether the one million toys goal can be 


reached. Unemployment has risen and money is tight. Thompson 
says the Marines are concerned their drive might be hampered. 


On the plus side, Toys for Tots is old and very well established. It

Senate votes to put lid 
on V. S. spending, deficit 


From Roll-Call Report 


The U. S. Senate adopted, by a vote 


of 69-23, a resolution to set a ceiling 
on federal spending of $375.6 billion 
for fiscal 1976 in accordance with the 
new congressional budget procedure. 
The Senate also set a $74.8 billion lim- 
it on the federal deficit. 


The Senate ceiling was sent back to 


the U. S. House for reconciliation with 
the House version which calls for a 
$373.9 billion ceiling for total outlays 
and $72.1 billion on the deficit. 


Supporters of the ceiling called the 


figure "the highest ever" and charged 
It was "recession induced.'' 


Opponents said the $74.8 billion def- 


icit level was "too inflationary and 
should be reduced." 


U. S. Sen. Adlai Stevenson, D-HL, 


voted for the Senate version of the ceil- 
ing. U. S. Sen. Charles Percy, R-I11., 
did not vote.•

The Senate also rejected an amend- 


ment which would have closed several 
tax loopholes and trimmed the federal 
deficit by about $300 million in fiscal 
1976. 


The amendment did not specify 


which loopholes would be closed and 
observers labeled the proposed legis- 
lation largely symbolic.

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Bagpiping 


It's a long, difficult learning process 


by WANDALYN RICE 


Bagpipes — the word itself conjures 


up images of kilts and unearthly 
sounds. 


William Norman is keeping those 


images and sounds alive in the North 
and Northwest suburbs through the 
Scottish Cultural Centre of Greater 
Chicago in Evanston. 


"My goal Is to start a new band to 


be called the Fort Dearborn High- 
landers," said Norman, a dapper 
commercial artist who lives in a 
neighborhood where Evanston and 
Chicago almost merge. "To do that it 
seemed that I needed to teach young 
people the pipes." 


The classes in bagplping are held at 


the cultural center in St. Luke's Epis- 
copal Church, Minman and Lee Strests, 
Evanston. along with classes in High- 
land and Scottish Country dancing. 
Though development of the band has 
gone more slowly than Norman would 
like, he has attracted some dedicated 


students from as far away as Barring- 
ton. 


NORMAN HIMSELF has played the 


bagpipes since the 1940s and explains 
the attraction of the instrument sim- 
ply. "I became a piper because the 
pipes and I were made for one anoth- 
er. When I saw them I just had to 
have them." 


That does not mean learning to play 


is easy. To become a piper, Norman 
said, "You have to have finger dexter- 
ity and an all-consuming desire to 
succeed." In addition, a prospective 
piper must find a piper to teach him. 
"It's unthinkable that one could learn 
from a book," he continued. 


A student does not start by playing 


the bagpipes. Instead, he starts with a 
"chanter," a small instrument that 
looks like a recorder and Is used to 
teach the basic tunes. 


Eventually, a student does tackle 


the pipes themselves. The instrument: 
has one double-reed like the one used 
in an oboe, and three single reeds, one 
for each pipe which comes from the 


bag. "A piper has the problems of an 
oboist: and three clarinetists," said 
Norman who doss not mince words 
when he discusses the difficulty of the 
instrument. 


"LEARNING THE rudiments of the 


pipe is probably more difficult than 
any other instrument," he said. "You 
can amuse people with much less ef- 
fort by learning to play the piano, vio- 
lin or guitar." 


However, Norman was quick to add 


that learning to play is not impos- 
sible. "People who are into bagpiping 
have very high standards of musi- 
cianship," he continued. "But I don't 
want to terrify people. You have to be 
a serious student, but it's not some- 
thing the average person would be 
overwhelmed with." 


One of the center's activities, which 


has recently been scheduled regu- 
larly, has been workshops in piping 
provided by Gordon Speirs, a Mil- 
waukee, Wis., resident with 25 years 
of piping experience. 


"To pipers he's what Pablo Casals 


is to cellists," said Norman. 


BECAUSE bagpiping is more than 


just learning to play, Norman owns 
several different kilts and the other 
accouterments of Highland dress and 
is an expert on the history of bagpip- 
ing and, incidentally, of Scotland. 


"Pipes are found all over the 


world," he said, "but in Scotland It 
became identified with the military 
and everyone learned the arrriy meth- 
od. The army has been the nucleus of 
piping in Scotland." 


Norman's 30-year-old love affair with 


the bagpipes remains strong. "I like 
the fact that it's a strong instrument. 
I suppose by nature I'm a rather timid 
and shy person, and the bagpipes give 
me a way of expressing myself."

Opera House 
given second 
lease on life 


by GENIE CAMPBELL 


After graduating from Woodstock's Todd School for Boys, produc- 


er-actor Orson Welles spent the entire summer of 1934 performing 
Shakespeare at the Woodstock Opera House. Thornton Wilder was 
seen one night sitting in the audience. 


Around the turn-of-the-century Jane Addams of Hull House fame 


frequented the stage. Leo Tolstoy, author of "War and Peace," 
once lectured to the country residents and during the '40s and '50s, 
a time when the Opera House was in its prime, celebrities like 
Geraldine Page, Shelley Berman, Tom Bosley, Betsy Palmer, Lois 
Nettleton and Paul Newman passed through Woodstock in touring 
shows and summer stock theater. 


Yet like many celebrated buildings that finally begin to mirror 


the abuse of old age and use — falling plaster, leaking roof and 
faulty wiring — the Opera House, despite its gilt-trimmed wood- 
work and accoustically sound auditorium still intact, was ready to 
be junked. 


FORTUNATELY TO THE rescue came the Woodstock Fine Arts 


Association, founded in 1961 to promote both the lively arts and the 
restoration of the old landmark. Through an organized community 
effort and fund-raising drive, enough people became convinced that 
the Opera House deserved a second lease on life. 


With $230,000 raised in local funds and an additional $100,000 


donated by the city, the amount it would have required to raze the 
building and replace it with a parking lot, work is scheduled to 
begin the first of the year to restore the Opera House into the 
showcase it started out to be. 


Only when originally built, there were dozens like it throughout 


the state. Today the Woodstock Opera House is considered a nation- 
al landmark. Few like it are left, even in the entire country. 


Built in 1890 at a total cost of $25,000, the Opera House was 


erected for a dual purpose. A main auditorium for touring enter- 
tainment attractions and special community programs was located 
on the second floor while government offices and a library were 
housed on the first floor. 


THREE YEARS AGO the offices were relocated in larger, more- 


modern surroundings. Whether or not the Opera House would con-

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Eric Carmen puts accent 
on lyrics in solo debut 


Eric Carmen, former lead singer 


for the Cleveland-based Raspberries, 
continues to show brilliance with his 
solo debut, "Eric Carmen" (Arista 
records). 


Carmen, who co-authored "Go All

Goodbye" and was sole writer of "I

year. Carmen's vocal style on both 
songs makes htm come across as a 
very vulnerable person.

OTHER RECENT releases of inter- 


est include: 


"Harder To Live" by Splinter (Dark 


Horse records). The second album by 
the duo of Bill Elliott and Bob Purvis 
has fewer memorable songs than last 
year's "The Place I Love." Musically, 
the new album is as fine, although 
further away from the early Beatles' 
style. 


The album is produced by Tom 


Scott, raher than George Harrison 
(who owns the record company) be- 
cause the duo couldn't get U.S. visas 
In time. Thus, Harrison only appears 
on the very pretty "Lonely Man" In- 
stead of most of the songs, as he did 


last time. The pop ballads with string 
backgrounds are fine and include "Af- 
ter Five Years", and "Sixty Miles Too 
Far." There also are a couple of rock- 
ers ("Green Line Bus" is the better), 
a country song and one reggae num- 
ber. "Berkley House Hotel" is a good 
mid-tempo number. 


"PRISONER IN Disguise" by Linda 


Ronstadt (Asylum). This album tries' 
too hard to match the excellence of 
last year's "Heart Like a Wheel" 
(Capitol) and my gut reaction is that 
it fails, despite the same basic person- 
nel and songwriters. No song really 
grabs you and several things through- 
out (like the too frenetic pace of 
"Heat Wave") are bothersome. 


The largest fault, I believe, is in the 


song selection. Two good exceptions 
are Neil Young's "Love Is a Rose" 
and John David Souther's title song, 
on which he does a duet with Ron- 
stadt. A particular disappointment Is 
her version of the Miracles' "Tracks 


- of My Tears." 


"Lisztomanla" soundtrack with Ro- 


ger Daltrey and Rock Wakeman 
(A4M). This is an interesting hodge- 
podge of music by Franz Liszt and 
Richard Wagner with some contempo- 
rary lyrics. The film, which presents 
Liszt as a superstar (listen to the fans 
screaming on the opening album 
track), only lasted a week in Chicago. 


Daltrey turns in a couple of good 


vocals on "Orpheus Song" and "Fune- 
railles" and Wakeman dazzles with 
his synthesizers on "Rape, Pillage 
and Clap" and "Dante Period." 


"DANTE SYMPHONY by Liszt" 


with Boris Khaikin conducting the 
Bolshoi Theater orchestra and chorus 
(Columbis/Melodiya). If you were in- 
trigued (hopefully) by Wakeman's bit 
from this symphonic tone poem, this 
is highly recommended. 


The two-part piece was finished in 


1856, eight years after Liszt gave up 
his career as a concert pianist. Based 
on Dante Alighieri's classic work, this 
somewhat obscure .work has some 
very pleasing string moments, which 
have an unearthly floating quality, 
In the "Purgatorio" section. The "In- 
ferno" section tries to be demonic 
w i t h h o w l i n g , screetching type 
sounds. A trace of paradise is found in 
the chora.1 "Magnificat" which closes 
the piece. 


The performance is exceptionally 


fine, as Columbia continues to release

The new People's Almanac 
a trivia collector's dream

Ever wonder what happened to 


Paul Revere's horse? 


It was captured by the British at 


the Battle of Lexington. So was Paul. 
They let him go, but kept the horse. 


That's just one of the more obscure 


facts to be found in The People's Al- 
manac, to be published this month. 


It's a joint effort by David Wall- 


echinsky and his noted author father, 
Irving Wallace. The idea was David's. 
He is an inveterate almanac reader. 


"BUT MOST OF THEM are, in a 


sense, boring." he said. "I felt a need 
for something more interesting." 


"What's wrong with an almanac 


that's fun to read?" Wallace said. 


The effort took up more than four 


years of David's time, two of Wall- 
ace's plus 200 researchers selected 
from more than 2,000 and $170,000. 


The original of the Declaration of 


Independence is not in the National 
Archives. It was lost by the printer, 
John Dunlap. 


THE BOOK IS a trivia collector's 


dream, but people, countries, happen- 
ings are also handled in encyclopedic 
format, more readable, 
certainly 


more informal, than most. 


It would compare in content favor- 


ably with any reference book of the 
type and is more than twice as large 
as most of them. It weighs 5 pounds 
and is 3 5/8 inches thick. It contains 
1.1 million words in its 32 chapters. 


"It took weeks just to go through 


the galley proofs," Wallace said. 


The original Cassius Clay was a 


while antislavery advocate, thrown 
out of Kentucky, a captain in the Civil 
War, and a minister to Russia. At age 
84 he married a 15-year-old girl. 


WHILE OTHER almanacs give 


lists. The People's Almanac gives rea- 
sons why things happened as they did.

Thorpe," Wallace said. "He gave me 
some old pictures, which we used in 
the almanac." Others, along with 
some written papers, were gleaned 
from obscure journals. 


Wallace and Wallechinsky end their 


book with a request by readers to con- 
tribute information about their special 
interests for the next edition, to be 
printed in two years. 


"There are buffs in every subject," 


Wallace said. "We want a participato- 
ry book." 


In the chapter titled "The World 


and Its People," which ostensibly 
gives the usual almanac information 
on countries, Safeway Stores is listed 
alphabetically 
just before Saudia 


Arabia and as are other major corpo- 
rations, treated in much the same 
way. 


"SOME OF THESE companies are 


bigger than some countries," David 
said, "so we handled them as such." 


The People's Almanac gives nutri- 


tive receipes and a "body owner's 
manual."

But Chef Louis Szathmary of The 


Bakery helped to set up the continen- 
tal menu of the Old Courthouse Inn 
located on the street level of Wood- 
stock's ren&vated 118-year-old court- 
house. The restaurant area was origi- 
nally the jail. The rest of the building 
has been turned into small specialty 
shops. 


Having opened only a few months 


ago the restaurant still has a few 
rough edged to polish. Yet overall we 
enjoyed our dinner and considered it 
unusual enough, as compared to stan- 
dard restaurant fare, to be memo- 
rable. 


THE CELLS OF the former jail are

still intact. You can dine in them if 
you wish and there are bars and vault 
doors left over to remind you of their 
original use. 


Yet the decor isn't gimmicky. Own- 


er Cliff Ganschow explained that oak 
paneling and floors were coupled with 
original wall sections of exposed brick 
to render a "traditional feeling." 
There are 10 separate small rooms in 
all. 


One of the most enjoyable parts of 


our dinner was generous crocks of on- 
ion soup baked with a thick cheese 
topping, $1,50 Quite tasty, it lacked 
the harsh bite that makes some onion 
soups a shattering experience.

'Hot L Baltimore' just 
not as good as it was

(A review) 


There was a time when the Ho- 


tel Baltimore was a stylish, ele- 
gant place. Now It's a flophouse. 


And there was a time when 


Lanford Wilson's play of the same 
title, "Hot L Baltimore" (the e's 
missing to denote the hotel's di- 
lapidated condition), was a most 
entertaining, intoxicating vehicle, 
so popular and award-prone in 
fact, that a TV series was pat- 
terned off it. 


It failed to kindle interest, just 


as the Forum's production of "Hot 
L Baltimore" is only lukewarm. 


And I'm greatly surprised. The 


play has a great deal of merit. 


THE HOTEL'S DAYS are num- 


bered and so are those of its 
wretched tenants who leave their 


, cubbyholes upstairs to loiter in 


the lobby, badgering one another 
as a form of lonesome entertain- 
ment and as a means to cover up 
failed lives and future desolation. 


Wilson treads upon life itself 


painting a humanistic, tragic pic- 
ture of lost dreams and unfilled 
ambitions. 


And though seldom has any 


playwright gathered together such 
a motley crew of people, real 
dregs of society, Wilson's injected 
original humor keeps us all from 
becoming depressed. 


This is what the play still deliv- 


ers, but in a very low key almost 
yawning manner. The characters 
are there, and the feelings are ex- 
posed with liberal doses of witty 
honesty. But the entire evening is 


still short of reaching its glorified 
mark. 


IT'S HARD TO put a finger on 


the real missing ingredient, for 
the cast members are in control 
of their individual parts, particu- 
larly Pat Fraser as April, a caus- 
t i c redheaded 
take-it-as-it-lies 


prostitute whose lines, though con- 
sistently off-color, never fail to 
get a chuckle. 


C y n t h i a Sherman, another 


member of the profession, offers 
unsuspecting audiences a shock 
when she loses her towel in the 
first act and Rebecca Balding 
manages to deftly handle her role 
as the hard-nosed butch.

tinue to exist on its own was highly questionable. It depended upon 
just how many people still cared. 


George C. Izenour. professor of theater design and technology at 


Yjilc University who several years ago also did a feasibility study 
for the proposed cultural center in Arlington Heights, describes the 
Opera House as an "important and practically missing link in the 
architectural history of theater." 


"It occupies a unique position between the traveling steamboat 


and tent show on the one hand and the kind of stock-house theater 
built to service the large cities during the late 19th century," he 
said. 


He like, muny long-time residents of Woodstock, felt it would be 


an irreversible mistake to destroy the building. 


further incentive for restoring the Opera House was sparked 


when a private resident. Cliff Ganschow, convinced McHenry Coun- 
ty officials several years ago to sell him the 118-year-old courthouse 
and jail for $50.000. It. too, was doomed to be razed. 


LOCATED ADJACENT on the town square to the Opera House, 


Ihe old courthouse building today houses small specialty shops and 
a restaurant, tt is both a tribute to architectural preservation and a 
decided business boost and tourist attraction to the town of Wood- 
stock. 


The tuckpointing. .sand-blasting and redecorating required'to save 


the Opera House constitute a costly investment. However, it is still 
a bargain when compared with the expense of erecting a new build- 
ing of equal caliber. 


And within a year activities will resume at the Opera House — 


children's acting classes, lecture series, community theater produc- 
tions and special concerts and dance programs. A minimal rental 
fee will enable the building to support itself. 


The target date for the completion of the Opera House is one that 


will be celebrated throughout the country. 


The Woodstock Fine Arts Association is hoping to kick off a gala 


opening very befittingly on July 4,1976.

Belgians put away beer

If you order a "scotch" in a 


Belgian tavern, you will be served 
a glass of dark, creamy beer. 


In a nation where it is illegal to 


sell hard liquor in pubs, beer has 
been Belgian's national drink for 
centuries. 


Scotch or Scotch ale is only one 


of « long list of brews — each 
with a flavor as subtly different 
as various wine vintages. 


Virtually everone in Belgium 


drinks beer — in 1974 the per ca- 
pita beer consumption was 117 
quarts. 


BKKK IS DRUNK In restau- 


rants and at home, but most often 
It is quaffed in the cafes, pubs and 
b r a s s e r i e s of which Belgium 
boasts about 60,000 — or one for 
every 160 citizens. 


These drinking places come in 


all shapes and sizes, to suit all 
tastes. Some look more like beer 
palaces than bistros, large bare 
rooms set with rows and rows of 
tables where people can be seen 


mulling over their glasses from 
early morning on into the night. 


In downtown Brussels there are 


still a number of old cafes, hold- 
overs from another era, where 
one can drink a good glass of the 
local specialty and munch "tar- 
tine frontage blanc" — a slice of 
bread spread with creamy white 
cheese and eaten with radishes 
and green onions. 


One of the most typically "Bru- 


xellois" taverns is the Grande 
Brasserie Ste. Catherine, which 
occupies a building nearly four 
centuries old in the heart of the 
city. 


THE STE. CATHERINE main- 


tains its own brewery outside 
town to furnish the house beer 
specialties. These include Gueuze, 
whose flavor has been described 
as a cross between beer and wine, 
and 
Kriek, 
a 
cherry-flavored 


Gueuze, which tastes like hard ci- 
der. 


The Ste. Catherine and nearby 


cafes such as A La Mort Subit* 
and A La Lunette, retain the char- 


acter and decor of turn-of-the-cen- 
tury bourgeois Brussels. They are 
high-ceilinged 
but 
dark, 
with 


c a r v e d wooden paneling and 
many wall mirrors. 


Old postcards of A La Lunette, 


near the Place de la Monnaie, 
show patrons 75 years ago drink- 
ing from the cafe's trademark — 
e n o r m o u s 
champagne-glass 


shaped goblets that hold nearly 
two-thirds of a quart of beer — 
just as its modern customers do- 


The number of cafes in Belgium 


has dropped by about 10,000 in the 
past decade. This reflects the 
growing trend toward drinking at 
home, influenced by changing 
lifestyles, television and a tough 
campaign against drinking and 
driving. 


Although production has nearly 


doubled since 1950, and con- 
sumption has risen, the number of 
breweries has dropped from 663 in 
1950 to 185 in 1974. 


Beer is still the national drink, 


however, and likely to remain so.

Merry Christmas! 
The all time boxofflcc champion 


will be called "Teeth of the Sea" in 
France, "Jaws of Death" in Den- 
mark, "The Summer of the White 
Shark" In Holland. It will be titled 
some form of "Shark" in 41 other 
countries. 


Universal Pictures is releasing the 


thriller in 700 theaters in 44 nations, 
an unprecedented saturation for,the 
foreign market. 


HAVING PLAYED In more than 


1.800 theaters in the United State and 
Canada, earning an incredible $100 
million, the studio would be delighted 
if "Jaws" does half as well abroad. 


The previous boxoffice champ was 


"The Godfather" which earned $87 
million domestically and hauled in an 
estimated $40 million overseas. 


"Jaws" should do better. To begin 


with, It won't offend Italians. Second- 
ly, sharks scare the hell «ut of every- 
body from Tierra del Fuego to such 
landlocked earthly paradises as the 
USSR's Nlmnyrskiy, although neither 
community has currently booked the 
film. 


Universal brass is easily the most 


canny in show business. The first trio 
of countries to open the picture are 
Australia. Japan and South Africa. All 
three are bounded by shark-infested 
waters. 


INDEED, Australian waters are the 


favorite haunt of ihe great white 
shark, the central menace of the mov- 
ie. 


"Purely accidental," said Ramsey 


Clark, a studio vice president. 


Not so accidental is the fact, that 


"Jaws" will make its debut during 
the Australian and South African sum-. 
mer seasons which should clear the 
beaches in those lands and provide 
limitless publicity — as was the case 
in the United States last summer. 


Universal executives are convinced, 


"Jaws" will match domestic en- 
thusiasm among film patrons abroad 
because sharks are indigenous to 
most nations and Just as terrifying to 
Norwegians as New Zealaoders.

Gainsborough loved painting his daughters. Besides five double 


portraits he also painted the girls separately. Four of the double 
portraits and two single ones are in the current show. 


Levey's slim accompanying pamphlet explains why an air of sad- 


ness clings to these two girls through each successive portrait. 


Gainsborough had something of an obsession about his daughters' 


happiness, Levey notes. He feared his grown-up "fine ladies" might 


. somehow "miss getting husbands." He must have had second sight. 


"Both girls were apparently wooed by the talented oboe player 


Johann Christian Fischer," Levey wrote "Both seem to have fallen 


in love with him." 


To Margaret's dismay her elder sister Mary won him. But the 


marriage quickly failed. Mary moved back to her parent's home, 
and the two girls lived there the rest of their lives. 


Mary slowly declined into madness. Spinster Margaret died in 


1820, followed six years later by 78-year-old Mary. They were bur- 
ied in the same, grave. 


Anyone who visits the show will never again look at "the paint- 


er's daughters chasing a butterfly" or Gainsborough's other por- 
traits of his daughters without recalling the poignant story which 
gives them such an air of sadness.

The Return of the 


Producing Household 


(Last of a scries) 


No social institution has suffered 


more strain over the past two cen- 
turies than the household. Once the 
f u n d a m e n t a l building block for 
agrairian society, the family was re- 
sponsible not only for transferring the 
values, ideals and expectations of the 
society from one generation to the 
next but also for sustaining those too 
young or too old to fend for them- 
selves. The extended family, in which 
three generations lived under one 
roof, has been reduced to the nuclear 
family of parents and children. 


Yet, for all its current liabilities and 


whatever jeopardy sociologists claim 
for it as an institution, the household 
and the family are part of a long tra- 
dition of independence and strength 
that has been tragically clouded by 
the development of industrial society. 
* 
* 
* 


IT HAS BECOME a public truth 


that big science, big investment and 
big progress are absolutely dependent 
on one another and that we would all 
suffer if such did not exist. But per- 
haps we might question the reality of 
this public truth: perhaps big tech- 
nology and investment and central- 
ized production plants are not the cor- 
nerstones of economic progress. 


There are limits to centralized pro- 


duction efficiency, and we are already 
bumping against them. The problem 
Is best illustrated by the logistics of 
big cities. Cities are convenient, con- 
vivial mechanisms for an exchange of 
goods, ideas and labor. They offer a 
greater general economic efficiency 
than random locations. Hence their 
growth. Yet we are now facing the 
fact that continued growth of our 
cities Is largely unproductive. The 
cost of operating them regularly out- 
strips their capacity to create eco- 
nomic goods, and the productive work 
day of the city worker has been 
shrinking for years. 


Similarly, a point arrives at which 


larger automobile factories, for ex- 
ample, are "counterproductve" and 
not only fail to generate further pro- 
duction savings but actually create 
delivery and distribution problems 
that serve to increase the economic 
costs of the product. Similar problems 
exist in the production and dis- 
tribution of oil and chemical products, 
fabrics, clothing, books, beer and 
housing. 


THE ORIGINS of the market econo- 


my lie In the scarcity of goods and the 
perceived need to achieve production 
economies by specializing on a single 
Item. The Model-T Ford typifies spe- 
cialized production for the sake of 
general consumption. By definition, 
such concentration is beyond the ken 
of the household economy. The af- 
fluent consumer, having grown accus- 
tomed to the product, now expects 
more than the Model T. Alfred P. 
Sloan built the General Motors Corp. 
on this perception and received ob- 
vious benefits until very recently. In- 
creasingly, with consumer familiarity 


and affluence, product markets are 
fractionated and product choices pro- 
liferate. One writer calls this effect 
"boutiqueism" and assumes that the 
market economy will take it in stride, 
failing to note that its logical exten- 
sion is the growth of the household 
economy. 


Nowhere is this dilemma of central 


production more apparent than in con- 
ventional retailing. The variations in 
style, color and pattern in men's 
shirts have grown so rapidly that de- 
partment managers can no longer 
control inventories or know what to 
reorder. Only IS years ago, the typi- 
cal men's store would have 90 per 
cent of its stock in white, yellow and 
blue shirts, all with button-down col- 
lars.

THE 
INCREASED diversity in 


choice is reflected in the price of 
shirts. Where a shirt might have cost 
$4-6 10 years ago, it now costs three 
times that. Custommade shirts were 
at least twice as expensive as read-

ymade shirts in those bygone days; 
now they cost about the same as some 
of the more fashionable brands of 
readymades. 


The same thing bas occurred in 


women's dresses. Where 10 years ago 
a custommade dress was relatively 
expensive, now it will very likely cost 
less than a comparable dress at one 
of the larger department stores. Small 
dressmaking shops abound, where 
only a few years ago'they were a dy- 
ing institution. 


The hard-nosed economic truth is 


that the small shops are now price 
competitive and make purchasing de- 
cisions easier for the shopper than the 
overwhelming choice that confronts 
one in the department store. 


In the past, "big business" was the 


only game in town; now there are a 
growing number of alternatives and a 
willingness to try them. 


FEW OF THE EIGHT or nine mil- 


lion bicycles sold annually are sold 
assembled. Toys of all kinds arrive in 
various states of disassembly for the 
consumer to complete at a "price sav- 
ings." 


The increasing cost of distribution 


provides a larger and larger "um- 
brella" under which smaller and "less 
efficient" operations can compete; ul- 
timately, that competition finds its 
way to the home.

I'm happy to tell you that your 


chances of having a recurrence of 
your ulcer are quite small. In a com- 
bined series of patients from different 
hospitals studied for over eight years, 
less than three per cent with the same 
operation you had developed a recur- 
rence. 


Most ulcer patients who are not 


bleeding and don't have an obstruction 
or perforation can eat most foods. It 
is apparently not too important what 
such a patient eats ns long as he eats 
regularly. The food helps to neutralize 
the acid digestive juice. 


The most important changes in 


habits for the ulcer patient include 
avoiding foods or beverages that con- 
tain caffeine. This drug stimulates the 
stomach to form excess acid digestive 
juice. So. you should not drink coffee 
(you can use decaffeinated brands), 
tea. colas or cocoa and should avoid 
chocolate. The other .beverage that is 
a real no-no Is alcohol. It too stimu- 
lates the stomach to produce massive

amounts of acid digestive juice lead- 
ing to ulcers. 


Finally, you and anyone else with 


any history of ulcers or ulcer-like 
problems should not use tobacco in 
any form.

Follow these directions even if you 
have had surgery, and you will prob- 
ably not have any trouble again. 


My mother read somewhere that 


deep knee bends tore out the liga- 
ments in a person's* knees. My friend 
and I have been doing deep knee 
bends to reduce our thighs with ade- 
quate results. Could you tell us If It is 
bad for us? 


There is some danger that as the 


knee is bent to the maximum amount 
under weight that you may put too 
much stress on structures in the knee 
joint. However, many people do deep 
knee bends and never have a prob- 
lem. 


An alternative is to change your 


method. Instead of doing a full deep 
knee bend, kneel on one knee with the 
foot of the other leg forward and knee 
bent to a right angle. Then as you rise 
up lift your weight with the front leg. 
This will put a little more pull on your 
thigh muscles, but it will avoid over- 
bending of the knee joint. 


Then kneel on the other knee and 


lift with the other teg. In general this 
is a very satisfactory and safe way to 
do knee bends.

Ralph Borsodi can be called the

ginia Knauer. Borsodi was also a pro- 
lific advocate of the household econo- 
my. "The factory system" was a tem- 
porary artifact of the steam engine, 
Borsodi wrote. Electricity meant that 
production could be returned to the 
home where it belonged — and the 
household economy could compete 
with the marketplace in the produc- 
tion of food, shelter, fuel, clothing, 
etc. 


At no time, however, did he argue 


that the marketplace 
should be 


avoided altogether. Rather, Borsodi's 
dream was to have an economy in 
which the household provided the 
means of subsistence while inter- 
mittent participation in the market- 
place provided luxuries. 


WHILE SOME people talk about 


"going back to the land" and a primi- 
tive life, technology is actually caus- 
ing something much more subtle to 
happen. Big is no longer an unques-

Cream of tartar will prevent tarnish 


Dear Dorothy: Please tell me how 


to get the black tarnish out of an 
aluminum pot in which my daughter 
boiled some eggs. I tried boiling a so- 
lution of baking soda in it with no 
luck. — D. Vacca 


Baking soda has many uses but this 


Is not one of them. The easiest way to 
get out this tarnish is to boil In the 
pan either some tomatoes or acid 
food or even some squeezed-out lemon 
or grapefruit halves. 


Or, you can add one to two table- 


spoons of cream of tartar to every 
quart of water the pot holds and boil. 
When an aluminum pan gets tarnished 
around here, out come No. 3 steel 
wool and the pumice soap.. In the fu- 
ture, if you want to use an aluminum 
pan for boiling eggs, add a sprinkling 


of cream of tartar to the water and 
you won't have any tarnish.

duction of goods is becoming less and 
less efficient. 


The act of production is moving 


constantly closer to the consumer and 
the household economy, and the mar- 
ket economy is becoming a subcon- 
tractor to the "do-it-yourself" produc- 
ing household. Rather than establish 
mass production at remote points, it 
is becoming more efficient to consider 
limited production at the local level. 


The logical conclusion of this trend 


is for the household to produce for it- 
self, a fact which explains the con- 
stant expansion of consumer pur- 
chases of durable goods for the home 
and the true significance of "do-it- 
yourself."

GREAT RED SPOT? 


A fpw years ago, two Pioneers sped 


through space to rendezvous with gi- 
ant Jutrfter. The little spacecraft car- 
ried fabulous equipment to survey the 
biggest planet in our solar system and 
relay the results back home. And one 
of the most fascinating details was a 
close look at that mysterious Great 
Red Spot, just below Jupiter's bulging 
waistline. 


Right now. Jupiter is playing the 


role of the evening star. We see it af- 
ter sunset, like a bright golden eye. 
Its famous Great Red Spot is invisible 
to the naked eye. So are the alternat- 
ing light and dark bands of delicate 
colors that circle the big, flattish 
planet between Its equator and its 
poles. These colorful details had to 
wait for the Invention of the telescope. 


The Great Red Spot was discovered 


about 300 years ago. Since then it has 
been watched, measured and several 
theories have been suggested to ex- 
plain it. It has faded and brightened 
and migrated around the planet sev- 
eral times. During the Christmas sea- 
sons of 1973 and 1974, Pioneer 10 and

Pioneer 11 approached and sent the 
first close-up pictures back to earth. 


Jupiter is big enough to swallow 


1,300 
earth-size planets, and every- 


thing about it seems to be on a grand 
scale. The oval-shape red spot is 
about 7,000 miles wide. Its length 
varies from 15,000 to 20,000 miles — 
big enough to swallow our world sev- 
eral times. 


The giant planet is more than five 


times farther from the sun than we 
are, 
and until recently astronomers 


assumed that it was at the mercy of 
the bitter cold. Now we know that it 
generates heat and maybe other 
energies from its interior. For its size, 
it is very light and most of its'bulk is 
an enormous cloudy atmosphere. 


Obviously, the bands of color and 


the red spot are features of Jupiter's 
upper atmosphere. And astronomers 
now suspect that the two may be re- 
lated. The bands are thought to be 
caused by rising and sinking currents 
in the circulation system of the cloudy 
atmosphere. The most recent theory 
suggests that the Great Red Spot may 
be a fantastic weather feature, some- 
what like an enormous permanent 
storm. 


In 1972, a new feature was observed 


which seems to support the storm the- 
ory. A Little Red Spot appeared and 


lasted for about 18 months. It seemed 
to be a Jovian storm center, perhaps 
a small scale model of the Great Red 
Spot. However, a theory is just an 
educated guess until we have enough 
facts to prove it true or false. At pres- 
ent, we can describe the mysterious 
spot, but we cannot prove what 
causes it.

We call it rock oil or petroleum, and 


most geologists agree that the story of 
its formation began many millions of 
years ago. By the time we get it to 
the surface, it is a highly complex 
mixture of hydrocarbon chemicals. 
These are organic compounds of 
hydrogen and carbon created by liv- 
ing cells. Hence it seems likely that 
the original molecules in petroleum 
were built by once-living creatures. 


Most geologists agree that they 


were small plants and animals that 
thrived in the ancient seas. Through 
the ages their bodies drifted down and 
added oily deposits to the silty 
seabed. Later these deposits were 
buried below other layers of rock. 
Crushed under heat and pressure,

Teddy Bears showcase Buff one—reminder of the past 


Once they were the toughest kids on 


the block. People crossed the street 
when they saw them coming. Mothers 
pulled their children inside. Birds 
Mattered. Dogs crept away from 
them. Horses shied. 


They were like the bad guys In the 


old 
movie 
western!*. 
When 
they 


walked in the bar, the owner hastily 
hid the liquor and took the mirror 
down and sent the kid out the back 
door to get the sheriff quick. 


They were the scourge of the NFL. 


The Monsters of the Midway, an awed 
press dubbed them. They had guys 
named Bronko and Blood and Bulldog 
and Butch and Bad News but nobody 
named Sonny or Slick. They had more 
"I's" and "z's" and "w's" in the line- 
up than the Warsaw telephone book. 
You Had to roll the names on your 
tongue, and they came out singing 
bass. There wasn't a tenor in the 
bunch. Nagurskl, Osmanski, Lujack, 


Feathers, Fortmann, Ditka, Butkus, 
Fortunate, Casares. They'd scare you 
just to read about them. 


They beat people, 73-0. They were 


the Visigoths of football. They broke 
bones, cracked heads, spoke a lan- 
guage that the others did not know. 
They conversed in growls. Whatever 
division they played in automatically 
became the Black-and-Blue Division, 
the multiple-contusion ward of foot- 
ball. You could hear their football 
games clear up to Winnetka. They 
sounded like the spring breakup on 
the Yukon, They wore black, and 
came at you like a glacier. They were 
run by a flinty, crag-faced old Slovak 
who figured a broken leg was a poor 
excuse for missing practice. George 
Halas invented pro football and ran it 
like a German field marshal for 
years. 


They're all gone now, the great syl- 


lables of Bear history. Doug Atkins, 


Jim Murray 


the tree trunk that played defensive 
end. O'Bradovich, the perfect Chicago 
Bear name. Gale Sayers, the only 
runner in history who tended to dis- 
appear periodically with the football. 


The only one left of that storied 


crew is the Last Living Chicago Bear 
from that Stone Age, Doug Buffone, 
outside linebacker, bonecrushing tack- 
ier, faller on fumbles — and quarter- 
backs. 


Buffone is a proud old Chicago Bear 


name. It fits. So does the guy who 


owns it. It's a name like Geronimo, or 
Quantrill — or Butkus, Fortunate, Na- 
gurski, Galimore, Blanda, Caroline or 
Sprinkle. 


His pedigree was well established 


before Douglds John Buffone came to 
the Bears. Pop was a coal miner. Life 
was hard, laid football was just a 
breather in Yatesboro, Pa. 


Doug Buffone joined the Chicago 


Bears when they were still the Bears 
— the monsters. Dick Butkus played 
the middle alongside Dong. You had 


to be good to play alongside Dick 
Butkus for nine years. They got any- 
body who got through Doug Atkins 
with all his eyes and teeth and heads 
still Intact. "Tackle by Buffone and 
Butkus" was almost an anthem on the 
Wrigley Field loudspeaker. 


But then the team became the Ted- 


dy Bears. Four coaches tried to instill 
the old magic. None had the hang of 
it. 


Doug Buffone made 529 tackles 


since they started to keep those statis- 
tics in 1971. Which means he has at 
least twice that-many lifetime. He has 
304 solo tackles, intercepted 17 passes, 
and recovered nine fumbles, one for a 
touchdown. 


Yet, playing alongside Butkus all 


those years, he was the most over- 
looked linebacker in the annals of the 
game. He has never made the Pro 
Bowl team. Part of the problem was, 
the Bears had only one season over 


.500 since he joined them. 


He is the last link with the Halas 


era. Papa Bear himself coached Doug 
the first two seasons. But Doug was 
like a tailgunner in a retreat. "I was 
on the point of quitting this year when 
Jack Pardee took over as coach," he 
admits. "But I decided to stick 
around. Sure, I played with some 
great players, some great Bears. But, 
one or two judicious draft picks, and 
we could be back. I've seen it with the 
Steelers. Now I want to play two or 
three more years to see if it can hap- 
pen here." 


This will be good news for nostal- 


gians, but bad news for NFL quarter- 
backs. One of the guys who put the 
black-and-blue in the division, the 
Man Who Walks Like a Chicago Bear 
is still going to be out there on the 
corner, bringing shudders to the quar- 
terbacks, and reminding them of the 
days when the Bears had 10 more just 
like him.

through a dramatic change in recent 
years. 


To put it simply, 'gee whiz' is out 


and analysis is in. 


The old way was to view every ath- 


letic contest as an Armageddon in a 
toy universe. 


The new way is to see it as a minor 


event in the real world, a spectacle — 
frequently entertaining — produced 
by businessmen. 


The reading public is the big win- 


ner. 


I point this out because a very spe- 


cial syndicated sports columnist ap- 
pears today in The Herald — Jim 
Murray of the Los Angeles Times. His 
columns will continue to appear every 
Monti ay. Wednesday and Friday. 


Murray is just possibly the finest 


sportswriter in the country today, cer- 
tainly the most honored. He's Babe 
Ruth and Hank Aaron rolled into one, 
a super superstar. 


I've always regarded Murray and 


Dan Jenkins of Sports Illustrated 
m a g a z i n e as my two favorite 
sportswriters. Red Smith has the rep- 
utation and an unmistakable style and 
lucid Insight, but he just can't match 
Murray and Jenkins for their delight- 
ful and deliberate irreverence toward 
the sports establishment itself. 


Murray always has maintained that 


he tries to review a game. He doesn't 
want to look on games as life-and- 
death struggles; just entertainment. 
He wants to break down the do-or-die 
attitude, the kind of thing when a hus- 
band won't speak to his wife if his 
team loses. 


Many of the last generation of

ate the llfe-and-death melodrama. 
Newspapers saved money by hiring 
super-fans Instead of newsmen as 
writers, at small salaries. 


It was understood that they could 


take money under the table from 
promoters and club owners eager to 
get good play on the sports pages. 


At first, the new approach of the 


avant-garde sportswriters like Jim 
Murray infuriated the old-timers; 
then it bewildered them, finally it be- 
gan to win them a certain measure of 
grudging respect, and along with this 
a nickname — "the chipmunks." 


That is what the late columnist Jim- 


my Cannon thought when he heard 
them badgering the floundering New 
York Yankees with the kind of acid 
questions that burrow into athletes' 
psyches. 


Chipmunks make a fetish of avoid- 


ing the usual locker-room questions — 
such as "How did it feel when you hit 
that homer, Slugger?" or "Well, 
coach, when did you know yon had It 
won?" 


Quick-witted men themselves, they 


are prone to write mainly about 
quick-witted, off-beat athletes — good 
or bad — who can see the light side of 
sports. 


Predictably enough, the new gener- 


ation of sportswriters, chipmunks in- 
cluded, are journalists first and fans 
second. They don't believe their jobs 
are dependent on how well the White 
Sox or Cubs do — thank goodness. If 
baseball closed down tomorrow, they 
would not have to stop eating. 


Typically, these national sports col- 


umnists, including Murray, pay as 
much attention to the front of the 
newspaper as the sports pages. You 
can't isolate sports from today's prob- 
lems. 


You can see the difference between 


the older guys and the younger 
writers with the way they handled 
Muhammad Ali, then Cassius Clay. 


At first, the older writers were 


amused by his antics, but then they 
got annoyed and criticized everything 
he did. They couldn't understand a 
black man who wasn't grateful for the 
opportunity to be champion. Joe Louis 
was their man, but that was 30 years 
before Ali. 


Not every national sportswriter to- 


day is a Jim Murray or Dan Jenkins. 
There are still writers who offer little 
insight or interpretation and have a 
high cliche-per-sentence ratio. They 
are hero-worshippers. They are often 
dull. 


But these writers are being made 


obsolete by television. Fans now can 
often see the game~ better from their 
living room than the sportswriter can 
from the pressbox. 


"I think the public today wants to 


accept a new view of •ports," says 
Murray. "Grantland Rice described 
Notre Dame's backfield M the Four 
Horsemen of the Apocalypse. Hell, to- 
day they look to me like nothing more 
than four guys-, who are probably 
Quaking algebra."

As if Hoffman Estates basketball

Included were deer, fox, squirrel, 


pheasant and other wildlife hit by mo- 
torists traveling the same roads as 
Dave Whitney, director of the 
League's Save Our Streams (SOS) 
program. Whitney sits high above the 
road in the IWLA "Water Wagon." a 
23-foot Coachmen motor home which, 
since July, has carried the group's bi- 
centdmia] year conservation program 
to nearly 75,000 persons in dozens of 
communities from northern Minnesota 
to central Oklahoma. 


"Moving from town to town It Is in- 


creasingly evident that we are devel- 
oping wildlife Into extinction In many 
areas" says Whitney7. According to 
IWLA National President David F. 
Zentner of Duluth, Minn., "The wild- 
life carnage on our highways Is large- 
ly the result of America's ever-in- 
creasing conversion of natural habitat 
to subdivisions, intensive agricnltnre, 
shopping centers and more and more 
highways." 


"Animals killed along the highway 


are an ever-present sign of just how 
much of a demand we have made on 


the world around us," added Zentner. 


The League president urged every- 


one to "get back to the land" and help 
wildlife by participating in wildlife 
habitat improvement projects on -a lo- 
cal basis. "Plant a wildlife food plot 
with a conservation club or youth 
group. Your state fish and game rep- 
resentative or county extension agent 
can help you decide what, how and 
when to plant," Zentner said. 


He also pointed to the League's SOS 


program as a way to help fish and 
wildlife. "Through SOS, individual 
citizens or groups 'adopt' a local 
stream, lake, or pond and agree to 
take care of it on a year-round basis," 
Zentner explained. "Wildlife as well 
as fish will benefit immensely from 
cleaner water and improved stream- 
side habitat."

The only reason Glenn Cunningham 


was in the swank 21 Club to begin 
with was because he had been invited 
to participate In the unveiling of an 
art collection depicting some of the 
great moments in United States Olym- 
pic history. 


He had been asked to attend along 


with such other Olympians like Jesse 
Owens. Bob Mnthlas, George Fore- 
man, Wllma Rudolph and Anne Hen- 
nlng, the 20-year-old speed 
skating 


eyeful from Northhrook, III. Everyone 
showed up except Foreman. He was 
supposed to be busy training, but 
someone said he was taking care of a 
business proposition. 


Standing by himself in the room 


where the art collection was being 
shown, Glenn Cunningham resembled 
some successful business tycoon. Most 
of those entering the room readily 
recognized the fashionably tailored 
Owens, the husky, outgoing Mathias 
and the friendly, vivacious Rudolph, 
but nobody recognized the 66-year-old 
Cunningham. 


Maybe that was because he didn't 


look like his old pictures. He looked 
even better! 


There were those sharp blue eyes 


behind the silver-rimmed eye glasses 
that looked straight at you when he 
talked and there was that same fine 
erect posture he developed as a boy 
after miraculously surviving a gaso- 
line explosion which left his legs 
scarred for life and killed his brother, 
Floyd. 


Glenn Cunningham helped himself 


to one of the hors d'ociivres being of-

fered around by the waiters at the 21 
Tuesday and when someone spotted 
him and told him how affluent he 
looked, the old Kansas Flyer smiled. 


The guy who told him how rich and 


successful he looked didn't realize 
Cunningham was carrying his life 
savings in his pocket — 18 dollars and 
some small change. The guy didn't 
know Cunningham has nothing and is 
heavily in debt because he and his 
wife, Ruth, have spent all their money 
caring for more than 9,000 youngsters 
from troubled homes the past 28 
years. Glenn Cunningham, his wife 
and their own 12 children, still are 
.taking care of these kids on a place 
they have in Plainview, Ark. The 
place is called the Hidden Valley 
Ranch, and from the standpoint of 
money, hasn't been doing so well late- 
ly. - 


"Right now we're up against it fi- 


nancially, but I think my wife and I 
are the richest people in the world," 
said Cunningham, the world's fastest 
miler in 1938 when he set the record

"She does all the,work and I get the 


credit," h'e smiled. "She cooks, "she 
shops, she cleans,* she does every- 
thing. Once in. awhile I do some 
speaking and that helps us with some 
money to, take care of the youngsters. 
We've had kids from a year-and-a-half 
old and some liked the place so much 
they stayed past 21. We don't put any- 
one out. We provide food, clothing and 
shelter, and what we try to do is get 
them through high school or get them 
into a job." 


Children have been sent to the Cun- 


ninghams from schools, churches, civ- 
ic groups, social workers and juvenile 
courts. The Cunninghams' own ' in- 
vestment in terms of dollars has been 
enormous and their outlay in humani- 
tarian terms is Incalculable. Never 
once has Glenn Cunningham or his 
wife ever imposed any fee for taking 
care of a kid. 


What worries the Kansas-born ex- 


miler now is that his ranch is in a 
poor state of repair. He'd like to en- 
large it so as to be able to accom- 
modate more youngsters. 


"The tragedy is to have to say 'no' 


to any of these kids," said Cunning- 
ham. "We have a boy there now who 
came to us from West Virginia. He 
flunked out in the eighth grade, but he' 


stayed with us and we helped him get 
an education. One day he came up to 
me with his high school diploma in his 
hand, saying 'Father, I never ex- 
pected to have one of these. I ex- 
pected to be dead or in some 
penitentiary by now.'" 


G l e n n Cunningham isn't going 


around with his hat in his hand. He 
isn't asking for any funds or handouts 
because he's too proud for that. All he 
asks is if anyone needs a speaker for 
a sports occasion or any other occa- 
sion, he wishes to be remembered so 
that any money he earns could be 
channeled back for looking after the 
youngsters. 


When I asked Cunningham whom he 


considered the best miler he ever ran 
against he said Gene Venzke, and 
when I asked him which of his own 
races he considered best he said that 
one was still ahead of him. 


"Getting this youth ranch set up so 


that it'll continue to help young people 
long after my wife and I are gone will 
be the best race I was ever in," he 
said. "What I'm occupied with now is 
by far the most thrilling thing I've 
ever done. World records, Olympic 
records — nothing comes close to giv- 
ing me the satisfaction of seeing a 
child become a contributing member 
of society, a worthwhile citizen, rath- 
er than a criminal statistic."

"But I can say 
that had I lost I would have accepted 
the lower court's decision and I 
thought the city would do the same." 


Cohen said plans for the project call 


for construction of 103 single-family 
houses, 43 apartment buildings and 
probably a medical building for doc- 
tors offices. The offices would front on 
Algonquin Road, just east of'the outer 
belt railroad tracks. 


The developer said the single-family 


homes' probably will be priced be- 
tween $50,000 and $60,000 and the 
three-flat apartment buildings will 
sell for more than $100,000. 


Cohen has donated two lots and an- 


other two have been purchased by the 
Des Plaines Park District for devel- 
opment of a small park. 


No date has been set for the plan 


commission to consider the devel- 
opment. After the commission's re- 
view, the project will be considered 
by the city council's municipal devel- 
opment committee which will make a 
recommendation to the full council. 


CIA's exploits in Chile 
linked to three presidents 


WASHINGTON (UPD — The CIA, with the approval 


of three presidents and their top advisers, spent more 
than $13 million on a 10-year "extensive and contin- 
uous" undercover campaign to manipulate Chile's poli- 
tics, a special Senate report said Thursday. 


A staff member characterized Henry A. Kissinger, 


both as secretary of state and special White House ad- 
viser, as "the central figure ... the architect... the 
principal in designing over-all policy in Chile" for seven 
years of the decade of U.S. interference between 1963 
and 1973. 


The 62-page report was prepared by staff members of 


the Senate Select Committee on Intelligence. 


"DID THE THREAT to vital U.S. national security 


interests posed by the presidency of Salvador Atlende 
justify the several major covert attempts to, prevent his 
accession to power?" the report asked, and answered 
itself: 


"Three American Presidents and their senior advi- 


sors evidently thought so." 


It said that starting with the administration of John 


F. Kennedy and running through Lyndon B. Johnson 
and Nixon, CIA money covertly "financed activities 
covering a broad spectrum, from simple propaganda 
manipulation of the press to large-scale support for Chi- 
lean political parties, from public opinion polls to direct 
attempts to foment a military coup." 


Halfway through the decade of clandestine actions, it 


said, "the CIA engaged in another special effort, this 
time at the express request of President Nixon and 


under the injunction not to inform the Dept. of State or 
Defense or the ambassador of the project," the report 
said. 


"THE CIA," it said, "attempted directly to start a 


military coup in Chile" in 1970 to prevent the election of 
Allende as South America's first Marxist president. The 
project failed and Allende was installed as president 
only to be overthrown and killed in a non-CIA sponsored 
military coup Sept. 11,1973. 


Committee staff members told reporters "this is not 


the end of our investigation of Chile." The committee 
arranged an open session Thursday to hear testimony 
from Edward M. Korry and Ralph Dungan, former am- 
bassadors to Chile. Both have left government service. 


At the hearing, committee counsel William Miller 


read a report saying that thousands of covert actions 
throughout the world had been undertaken by the CIA 
since 1947. 
. -These were carried out, said Miller, in the absence of 
anv law forbidding them and only on the basis of a 
section of the National Security Act of 1947, authorizing 
the CIA to "perform such other functions and duties 
related to intelligence affecting the national security as 
the National Security Council may from time to time 
direct. 


"The record examined thus far shows that covert ac- 


tion programs over the past 30 years have been suc- 
cessful generally against weak nations and far less so 
against our major potential enemies," Miller said.

Teachers 
ratify pact 
in Disk 63 


Teachers in East Maine Dist. 63 


Thursday overwhelmingly voted to ac- 
cept a two-year contract giving them 
a 6.75 per cent salary increase this 
year. 


Teachers' approval of the two-year 


pact ends nine months of stormy con- 
tract negotiations. Teachers went on 
strike for three days in November be- 
fore 
a 
tentative settlement 
was 


reached during a 24-hour, marathon 
bargaining session. 


The school board approved the con- 


tract Tuesday, but postponed chang- 
ing the teachers' payroll until the 
teachers ratified the agreement. The 
board is expected to approve the pay- 
roll changes at a special meeting 
Monday. 


"BOTH SIDES ARE very happy the 


contract is resolved," said Barbara 
Kord, teachers' union president. "The 
whole contract was a real com- 
promise on both sides." 


The contract gives teachers at all 


levels of the salary schedule a 6.75 
per cent raise this year plus an aver- 
age 2.9 per cent increase for an addi- 
tional year's experience. 


Teachers also will receive an addi- 


tional $300 annual raise in February. 
The base pay will increase 
from 


$8,735 to $9,623. 


The contract gives teachers a min- 


imum 5 per cent raise in the second 
year. Teachers also will receive an 
additional .25 per cent raise for each 
percentage point the cost of living 
rises above 5 per cent. 


THE MAXIMUM raise will be 5.75 


per cent if the cost of living reaches 
8.5 per cent. 


In the second year, base pay will 


increase at least' $10,104. The max- 
imum base pay will be $10,179. 


Other provisions in the contract in- 


clude an increase in medical insur- 
ance payments from $250 to $327, 
guidelines for cutting staff and trans- 
ferring teachers and elimination of a 
policy to require teachers to give rea- 
sons for taking personal-leave days.

City OKs overrun funds 
for Weller Creek work 


The Des Plaines City Council has 


voted to appropriate money in the 
1976 budget to pay for a $47,000 over- 
run on the recently completed Weller 
Creek erosion-control project. 


Aldermen, however, admonished the 


city's engineering department, Mon- 
day night, for not informing the city 
council before authorizing the addi- 
tional work on the creek. 


The project was a cooperative effort 


of the city of Des Plaines, the Village 
of Mount Prospect and the Illinois Di- 
vision of Water Resources. The unan- 
ticipated overrun has increased the 
city's share of the project from 
$133.357 to about $181.000. 


ALD. THOMAS KOPLOS, 1st. chair- 


man of the city council water and 
sewer committee, said in a report 
that If the aldermen has been in- 
formed of the overrun hi advance, 
they may have chosen to scale-down 
the project. 


He said the engineering department 


acted properly "from a professional 
point of view," but that it failed to 
communicate with the city council. 


"Authorization of extra work of this 


magnitude rests solely within the per- 
ogative of the city council except in 


an emergency situation, and action of 
this type cannot be allowed to contin- 
ue in the future," the report said. 


City Engineer Robert Bowen said he 


did not inform the city council of the 
cost overrun sooner because it would 
have delayed the project. He also said 
he did not know the amount of the 
overrun until recently. 


SOME ALDERMEN also criticized 


the engineering firm of Alstot, March 
and Guillou, Des Plaines, for not pro- 
viding the city with a closer estimate 
on the cost. 


John Guillou, a representative of 


the firm, iccently said that most of 
the increased costs resulted from ero- 
sion of the creek banks between the 
time the cost estimates were prepared 
and when the project was started ear- 
lier this year. He said most of the ad- 
ditional money was used for sod, 
gravel and excavation. 


Mount Prospect officials have said 


their share of the erosion-control proj- 
ect will increase, but they do not'as 
yet know the amount. The village au- 
thorized $83,884 for the project. 


The state's share of the project is 


$50.000 and is not expected to in- 
crease.

Phillips said the park district will 


use the property for recreation after 
the purchase is completed next week. 


The park board will begin imme- 


diately to plan the development of the 
site and discuss the available funds to 
pay for construction of recreation fa- 
cilities, Phillips said.

court and fieldhouse, he said.

50 may be able to keep garages 


Wheeling village officials Thursday 


said it is unlikely that residents of the 
Whippte Tree village 'mobile home 
park will be required to remove at- 
tached garages previously declared in 
violation of building codes. About 50 
residents are involved. 


Wheeling Building Comr. Walter 


Repholz said the garages, constructed 
in the past few years at the park, 525 
N. McHenry Rd., do not meet current 
standards. He said he would like to 
see them removed, but is not sure if 
that will actually happen. 


"As far as I'm concerned, I don't 


think the village should shirk its 
duties," Repholz said. "At the same 
time we're looking for a solution." 


VILLAGE OFFICIALS are reluctant 


to order the removal of about 50 com- 
pleted garages because residents be- 
lieved they were acting within the law 
and past village administrations ..did 
nothing about the violations. 


State statutes do not permit the con- 


s t r u c t i o n of permanent attached 
structures to mobile homes. Garages, 
carports and other structures are per- 
mitted as long as there is a 10-foot 
separation between structures and 


they are built of fire-resistant mate- 
rial. 


Wheeling village trustee Gilbert 


Monoson said officials hope to reach a 
settlement which will permit the ga- 
rages to remain on residents' proper- 
ties. 


"RESIDENTS ARE caught between 


the devil and the deep blue sea," 
Monoson said. "They didn't realize 
that the attached garages put them 
into a different zoning and tax brack- 
et. The village is trying to find some 
way to get these people relief." 


Repholz earlier this fall issued stop 


work orders on four structures under 
construction, ordering them to be dis- 
mantled. One owner has complied 
with the order. 


Repholz said the problems 
at 


Whipple Tree village were discovered 
when he took a tour of the mobile 
home park and discovered the at- 
tached garages were being built. He 
said they constitute fire and other 
safety hazards. 


BOTH REPHOLZ and Monoson said 


owners of the trailer park told resi- 


dents that construction of the garages 
was permitted. Wheeling Bank and 
Savings Trust holds title of the trail- 
er park in a land trust, Monoson said. 
Ernie Stavros, brother of former 
Wheeling Democratic Township Com- 
raitteeman James Stavros, runs the 
operation. 


Officials believe the village must 


prohibit the construction of the per- 
manent garages in the future, but 
said it would be difficult to do some- 
thing about garages already con- 
structed. 


Suburbs back juvenile court for area

Officials of 10 Northwest suburban 


communities united Thursday to sup- 
port a satellite Cook County Juvenile 
Court. 


The court is proposed for a new $1.5 


million police and courts building in 
Schaumburg. 


The municipal officials authorized a 


comprehensive 
study 
of juvenile 


crime problems to be conducted by 
the Northwest Municipal Conference, 


a group of 16 communities which 
meets periodically to discuss regional 
plans. 


The study will be coordinated by 


William Muhlenfeld, the conference's 
executive director. Muhlenfeld will 
work with police chiefs, village offi- 
cials and representatives of Elk 
Grove. Wheeling and Schaumburg 
t o w n s h i p s to gather information 
needed for a package to be presented 
to John S. Boyle, chief judge of the 


Circuit Court. 


REP. VIRGINIA Macdonald, R- 


Arlington Heights, acting as moder- 
ator, said she called the meeting fol- 
lowing talks with Schaumburg Village 
Pres. Raymond Kessell after his vil- 
lage's proposal to establish a juvenile 
branch was rejected by court offi- 
cials. 


Mrs. Macdonald said she agreed to 


help because she had been "somewhat

3 presidents linked to CIA's role in Chile 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The CIA, with the approval 


of three presidents and their top advisers, spent more 
than $13 million on a 10-year "extensive and contin- 
uous" undercover campaign to manipulate Chile's poli- 
tics, a special Senate report said Thursday. 


A staff member characterized Henry A. Kissinger, 


both as secretary of state and special White House ad- 
viser, as "the central figure ... the architect. . . the 
principal in designing over-all policy in Chile" for seven 
year* of the decade of U.S. interference between 1963 
and 1973. 


The 62-page report was prepared by staff members of 


the Senate Select Committee on Intelligence. 


"DID THE THREAT to vital U.S. national security 


interests noted by the presidency of Salvador Allende 


justify the several major covert attempts to prevent his 
accession to power?" the report asked, and answered 
itself: 


"Three American Presidents and their senior advi- 


sors'evidently thought so." 


It said that starting with the administration of John 


F. Kennedy and running through Lyndon B. Johnson 
and Nixon, CIA money covertly "financed activities 
covering a broad spectrum, from simple propaganda 
manipulation of the press to large-scale support for Chi- 
lean political parties, from public opinion polls to direct 
attempts to foment a military coup." 


Halfway through the decade of elandestine actions, it 


said, "the CIA engaged in another special effort, this 
time at the express request of President Nixon and 


under the injunction not to inform the Dept. of State or 
Defense or the ambassador of the project," the report 
said. 


"THE CIA," it said, "attempted directly to start a 


military coup in Chile" in 1970 to prevent the election of 
Allende as South America's first Marxist president. The 
project failed and Allende was installed as president 
only to be overthrown and killed in a non-CIA sponsored 
military coup Sept. 11,1973. 


Committee staff members told reporters "this is not 


the end of our investigation of Chile," The committee 
arranged an open session Thursday to hear testimony 
from. Edward M. Kerry and Ralph Dungan, former am- 
bassadors to Chile. Both have left government service. 


At the hearing, committee counsel William Miller 


read a report saying that thousands of covert actions 
throughout the world had been undertaken by the CIA 
since 1947. 


These were carried out, said Miller, in the absence of 


anv law forbidding them and only on the basis of a 
section of the National Security Act of 1947, authorizing 
the CIA to "perform such other functions and duties 
related to intelligence affecting the national security as 
the National Security Council may from time to time 
direct. 


"The record examined thus far shows that covert ac- 


tion programs over the past 30 years have been suc- 
cessful generally against weak nations and far less so 
against our major potential enemies," Miller said.

All the fine china, figurines and oth- 


er delicate items inside were not dis- 
turbed by the move. Except for a 
small crack in the wall, it looked like 
nothing happened inside. 


BUT OUTSIDE Miss Emmerich lost 


several shrubs, six lilac bushes and a 
tree. The house also lost some height. 
"It was a very tall house and now it 
has been brought down by a foot or 
foot-and-a-half," she said. 


Although much inside remains the 


same, Miss Emmerich says she is not 
used to the change. 


"It's really strange to look out the 


window and see the birdhouse that 
wasn't in view before," she said. "It 
really is strange to see the cars on 
Buffalo Grove Road farther away." 


The front lawn was damaged by the 


machinery, but Miss Emmerich has 
hopes of reviving it in spring by plant- 
ing grass and raising flowers, a favor- 
ite hobby. 


THE CONSTRUCTION crew took 


six weeks to move her house and 
she's anxious to put finishing touches 
on it to make it "home." The move 
has been anticipated for more than 
three years and now she can settle 
down again, she said.

THE COUNTY will pay for the mov-

Louise Emmerich, a life-long resi- 


dent of the Buffalo Grove area, hated 
the thought of moving from her his- 
torical home on Buffalo Grove Road.

Except for a 
small crack in the wall, it looked like 
nothing happened inside. 


BIT OUTSIDE Miss Emmerich lost 


several shrubs, six lilac bushes and a 
tree. The house also lost some height, 
"tt was a very tall house and now it 


lias been brought down by a foot or 
foot-and-a-half," she said. 


Although much inside remains the 


same, Miss Emmerich says-she is not 
used to the change. 


"It's really strange to look out the 


window and see the birdhouse that 
wasn't in view before." she said. "It 
really is strange to sec the cars on 
Buffalo Grove Road farther away." 


The front lawn was damaged by the 


machinery, but Miss Emmerich has 
hopes of reviving it in spring by plant- 
ing grass and raising flowers, a favor- 
ite hobby.

Court. 


The court is proposed for a new $1.5 


million police and courts building in 
Schaumburg. 


The municipal officials authorized a 


comprehensive 
study 
of juvenile 


crime problems to be conducted by 
the Northwest Municipal Conference. 
a group of 16 communities which 
meets periodically to discuss regional 
plans. 


The study will be coordinated by 


William Muhlcnfeld, the conference's 
executive director 
Muhlenfeld will 


work with police chiefs, village offi- 
cials and representatives 
of Elk 


Grove. Wheeling and Schaumburg 
t o w n s h i p s to gather information 
needed for a package to be presented 
to John S. Boyle, chief judge of the 
Circuit Court.

3 presidents linked to CIA's role in Chile 


WASHINGTON (UPH - The CIA. with the approval 


of three presidents and their top advisers, spent more 
than $13 million on a 10-year "extensive and contin- 
uous" undercover campaign to manipulate Chile's poli 
tics, a special Senate report said Thursday. 


A staff member characterized Henry A. Kissinger, 


both as secretary of state and special White House ad- 
viser, as "the central figure . . . the architect . . . the 
principal in designing over-all policy in Chile" for seven 
years of the, decade of U.S. interference between 1963 
and 1973. 


The 62-page report was prepared by staff members of 


the Senate Select Committee on Intelligence. 


"DID THE THREAT to vital U.S. national security 


interests posed by the presidency of Salvador Allende 


justify the several major covert attempts to prevent his 
accession to power?" the report asked, and answered 
itself: 


"Three American Presidents and their senior advi- 


sors evidently thought so." 


It said that starting with the administration of John 


F. Kennedy and running through Lyndon B. Johnson 
and Nixon, CIA money covertly "financed activities 
covering a broad spectrum, from simple propaganda 
manipulation of the press to large-scale support for Chi- 
lean political parties, from public opinion polls to direct 
attempts to foment a military coup." 


Halfway through the decade of clandestine actions; it 


said, "the CIA engaged in another special effort, this 
time at the express request of President Nixon and 


under the injunction not to inform the Dept. of State or 
Defense or the ambassador of the project," the report 
said. 


"THE CIA," it said, "attempted directly to start a 


military coup in Chile" in 1970 to prevent the election of 
Allende as South America's first Marxist president. The 
project failed and Allende was installed as president 
only to be overthrown and killed in a non-CIA sponsored 
military coup Sept. 11,1973. 


Committee staff members told reporters "this is not 


the end of our investigation of Chile." The committee 
arranged an open session Tfiursday to hear testimony 
from Edward. M. Korry and Ralph Dungan, former am- 
bassadors to Chile. Both have left government service. 


At the hearing, committee counsel William Miller 


read a report saying that thousands of covert actions 
throughout the world had been undertaken by the CIA 
since 1947. 


These were carried out, said Miller, in the absence of 


anv law forbidding them and only on the basis of a 
section of the National Security Act of 1947, authorizing 
the CIA to "perform such other functions and duties 
related to intelligence affecting the national security as 
the National Security Council may from time to time 
direct. 


"The record examined thus far shows that covert ac- 


tion programs over the past 30 years have been suc- 
cessful generally against weak nations and far less so 
against our major potential enemies," Miller said.

Chicago's bank gets nod 
$200,000 bond sale 
gains parks OK 


The Elk Grove Park Board Thurs- 


day approved $200,000 worth of gener- 
al-obligation bonds which will be sold 
by the First National Bank of Chi- 
ago. The bank offered the lowest in- 
terest rate for handling the bonds of 
the six bidders. 


The money, which is to be used for 


v a r i o u s park improvements, is 
scheduled to be received by the park 
district Dec, 22. 


The First National Bank of Chi- 


cago will charge the park district an 
Interest rate of 4.879 per cent or 
$21,551.67 over the three-year life of 
the bonds. 


THE NET INTEREST on the other 


bids received ranged from $21,564.68 
to $22,514.25, with all the rates being 
under what was anticipated. 


"I think we hit it just at the right 


time," said Park Comr. Lewis L. 
Smith about the park district's entry 
into the bond market. "We expected 
(an interst rate of) 5.25 per cent." 


Only one local bank bid on the 


bond sale. The Bank of Elk Grove, 
bidding in conjunction with LaSalle 
National Bank of Chicago, offered 
the third best interest rate, which 
would have resulted in $21,628.67 in 
interest charges.

Santa Claus doesn't always ride in a

Poulos, operator of a successful rac-

"I'd say to myself that when I was 


able to, I was going to do something 
for them. Then one day about five 
years ago I was riding in my car and 
heard over the radio that they needed 
some used ice skates," Poulos said.

THE TAX IMPACT of the bonds- 


has been called "minimal" by park 
board members. The district's cur- 
rent bond indebtedness is $1.24 mil- 
lion. A park district resident whose 
home is assessed at $10,000 now pays 
about $28 per year in taxes to the 
park district. 


Among the improvements planned 


with the $200,000 are trees for all 
parks and landscaping and resurfac- 
ing in several park-owned areas in- 
cluding the main office parking lot. 
Also planned are a walkway to Lions 
Pool from Kennedy Boulevard, light- 
ed tennis courts and lighting for an 
additional baseball diamond at Dis- 
ney Park. 


The district will build a gazbo at

of equipment, including a tractor and 
mower. Jack A. Claes, director of 
parks and recreation, said the dis- 
trict will talk with Elk Grove School 
Dist. 59 about installing non-skid ce- 
ramic tile and hair dryers at Disney 
Pool. 


The park board, by approving the 


sale before January, only will be 
charged 12 months' interest rather 
than 24. The sale was handled by 
Paul D. Speer and Associates, bond 
consultants. 


CIA's exploits in Chile 
linked to three presidents 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The CIA, with the approval 


of three presidents and their top advisers, spent more 
than $13 million on a 10-year "extensive and contin- 
uous" undercover campaign to manipulate Chile's poli- 
tics, a special Senate report said Thursday. 


A staff member characterized Henry A. Kissinger, 


both as secretary of state and special White House ad- 
viser, as "the central figure . .•. the architect ... the 
principal in designing over-all policy in Chile" for seven 
years of the decade of U.S. interference between 1963 
and 1973. 


The 62-page report was prepared by staff members of 


(he Senate Select Committee on Intelligence. 


"DID THE THREAT to vital U.S. national security 


Interests posed by the presidency of Salvador Allende 
justify the several major covert attempts to prevent his 
accession to power?" the report asked, and answered 
Itself: 


"Three American Presidents and their senior advi- 


sors evidently (bought so." 


It said that starting with the administration of John 


P. Kennedy and running through Lyndon B. Johnson 
and Nixon, CIA money covertly "financed activities 
covering a broad spectrum, -from simple propaganda 
manipulation of the press to large-scale support for Chi- 
lean political parties, from public opinion polls to direct 
attempts to foment a military coup." 


Halfway through the decade of clandestine actions, it 


said, "the CIA engaged in another special effort, this 
time at the express request of President Nixon and 


under the injunction not to inform the Dept. of State or 
Defense or the ambassador of the project," the report 
said. 


"THE CIA," it said, "attempted directly to start a 


military coup in Chile" in 1970 to prevent the election of 
Allende as South America's first Marxist president. The 
project failed and Allende was installed as president 
only to be overthrown and killed in a non-CIA sponsored 
military coup Sept. 11,1973. 


Committee staff members told reporters "this is not 


the end of our investigation of Chile." The committee 
arranged an open session Thursday to hear testimony 
from Edward M. Korry and Ralph Dungan, former am- 
bassadors to Chile. Both have left government service. 


At the hearing, committee counsel William Miller 


read a report saying that thousands of covert actions 
throughout the world had been undertaken by the CIA 
since 1947.

A suit filed in August by Illinois 


Atty. Gen. William J. Scott charged 
t h e 
circus owners with 
forcing 


Schaumburg Lions club into an illegal 
contract for the circus performances. 


Examination of the circus contracts 


revealed they were legal, Donald Mu- 
lack, chief of the charitable trust divi- 
sion, said Thursday. 


"THIS LITIGATION has given the

3 presidents linked to CIA's role in Chile 


WASHINGTON (UPD - The CIA. with the approval 


of three presidents and their top advisers, spent more 
than S13 million on a 10-year "extensive and contin- 
uous" undercover campaign to manipulate Chile's poli- 
tics, a special Senate report said Thursday. 


A start member characterized Henry A. Kissinger, 


both as secretary of state and special White House ad- 
viser, as "the central figure . . . the architect . . . the 
principal In designing over-all policy in Chile" for seven 
years of the decade of U.S. interference between 1963 
and 1973. 


The 62-page report was prepared by staff members of 


the Senate Select Committee on Intelligence. 


"DID THE THREAT to vital U.S. national security 


interests posed by the presidency of Salvador Allende 


justify the several major covert attempts to prevent his 
accession to power?" the report asked, and answered 
itself: 


"Three American Presidents and their senior advi- 


sors evidently thought so." 


It said that starting with the administration of John 


F. Kennedy and running through Lyndon B. Johnson 
and Nixon, CIA money covertly "financed activities 
covering a broad spectrum, from simple propaganda 
manipulation of the press to large-scale support for Chi- 
lean political parties, from public opinion polls to direct 
attempts to foment a military coup." 


Halfway through the decade of clandestine actions, it 


said, "the CIA engaged in another special effort, this 
lime at the express request of President Nixon and 


under the injunction not to inform the Dept. of State or 
Defense or the ambassador of the project," the report 
said. 


"THE CIA," it said, "attempted directly to start a 


military coup in Chile" in 1970 to prevent the election of 
Allende as South America's first Marxist president. The 
project failed and Allende was installed as president 
only to be overthrown and killed in a non-CIA sponsored 
military coup Sept. 11,1973. 


Committee staff members told reporters "this is not 


the eiid of our investigation of Chile." The committee 
arranged an open session Thursday to hear testimony 
from Edward M. Korry and Ralph Dungan, former am- 
bassadors to Chile. Both have left government service. 


At the hearing, committee counsel William Miller 


read a report saying that thousands of covert actions 
throughout the world had been undertaken by the CIA 
since 1947. 


These were carried out, said Miller, in the absence of

"The record examined thus far shows that covert ac-

Century-old homes to get 
landmark status next year 


Matthei house, 50 W. Wood St.

Nineteen houses in Palatine be- 


lieved to be at least 100 years old will 
receive special plaques from the,vil- 
lage next year designating them as 
official village landmarks. 


A 
special 
historical 
committee, 


which is working to authenticate cen- 
tury-old homes in the village, has pre- 
sented the list to the communications 
and public relations committee. The 
committees are working together to 
find historic homes and prepare a 
brochure giving information about the 
history of each. 


The list includes the 103-year-old 


Victorian style house at 224 E. Pala- 
tine Rd. which will be converted into 
a museum for the Palatine Historical 
Society. 


Also on the list is the Henry God- 


knecht house at 137 N. Plum Grove 
Rd., which was built in 1873. The 
house contains a trap door in the din- 
ing room floor. 


THE GEORGE SMITH house at 303 


N. Brockway St. has an old-fashioned 
front-door bell with a hook which 
rings a bell hanging over the front 
porch. The house sas built by Pala- 
tine's first mayor, Myron Lytle. 


Lytle also built the house at 104 N. 


Plum Grove Rd., which also is on the 
list. The Greener and Smith houses 
are very similar since they were both 
built by the same man, historical 
society officials said. 


The Richmond Creamery, 237 N. 


Plum Grove Rd., is on the list. Al- 
though historical 
society 
officials 


know little about the old building, it is 
believed to have been built by an ear- 
ly family of brickmasons who settled 
in the village.

Lorraine Kearns, who heads the his-

George Smith house, 303 N. Brockway St. 
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3 presidents linked to CIA's role in Chile 


WASHINGTON (UPI1 - The CIA, with the approval 


of three presidents and their top advisers, spent more 
than $13 million on a 10-year "extensive and contin- 
uous" undercover campaign to manipulate Chile's poli- 
tics, a special Senate report said Thursday. 


A staff member characterized Henry A. Kissinger, 


both as secretary of state and special White House ad- 
viser, aa "the central figure ... the architect ... the 
principal In designing over-all policy in Chile" for seven 
years of the decade of U.S. interference between 1963 
and 1973. 


The 62-page report was prepared by staff members of 


the Senate Select Committee on Intelligence. 


"DID THE THREAT to vital U.S. national security 


interests posed by the presidency of Salvador Allende 


justify the several major covert attempts to prevent his 
accession to power?" the report asked, and answered 
' itself: 


"Three American Presidents and their senior advi- 


sors evidently thought so." 


It said that starting with the administration of John 


F. Kennedy and running through Lyndon B. Johnson 
and Nixon, CIA money covertly "financed activities 
covering a broad spectrum, from simple propaganda 
manipulation of the press to large-scale support for Chi- 
lean political parties, from public opinion polls to direct 
attempts to foment a military coup." 


Halfway through the decade of clandestine actions, it 


said, "the CIA engaged in another special effort, this 
time at the express request of President Nixon and 


under the injunction not to inform the Dept. of State or 
Defense or the ambassador of the project," the report 
said. 


"THE CIA," it said, "attempted directly to start a 


military coup in Chile" in 1970 to prevent the election of 
Allende as South America's first Marxist president. The 
project failed and Allende was installed as president 
only to be overthrown and killed in a non-CIA sponsored 
military coup Sept. 11,1973. 


Committee staff members told reporters "this is not 


the end of our investigation of Chile." The committee 
arranged an open session Thursday to hear testimony 
from Edward M. Korry and Ralph Dungan, former am- 
bassadors to Chile. Both have left government service.

school closings in Mount Prospect 
Dist. 37 was made by a board of edu- 
cation committee Thursday although 
one committee member favored the 
closing of Sunset Park School next 
>ear. 


The board's building and sites com- 


mittee had considered five changes in 
attendance boundaries, each resulting 
tn the closing of Sunset Park School. 
But after considering other alterna- 
tives suggested by committee mem- 
bers and citizens, the committee de- 
cided to recommend that Sunset Park 
School, and all the district's present 
f a c i l i t i e s , remain open at least 
through next year. 


The committee also reco in mended' 
• That a citizens' committee be 


formed in the district "to work inde- 
pendent of the school board" in study- 
ing the impact of declining enrollment 
on the district as a whole. That com- 
mittee would report to the board next 
October or November. 


• That the problem of declining en- 


rollment be viewed as a district-wide 
problem and that the district dis- 
continue its method of "zeroing in" on 
individual schools as, it works to find 
solutions to the enrollment problem. 


• That the ad hoc committee of the 


board reconsider two of the proposed 
alternatives calling for the closing of 
Sunset Park School sometime in the 
future. 


• That the district consider moving 


sixth graders now in elementary 
.schools to Lincoln Junior High School. 
Tins may cause the closing of an ele- 
mentary school. 


The recommendations were sug- 


gested by committee chairman Mar- 
tha Rotelli and seconded by member 
David Grobe. 


Mr*. Rotelli said she felt the com- 


mittee became "bogged down" this 
year on the closing of Sunset Park 
School when other alternatives should 
have been investigated further.

Lectures, public service projects 
New plan to cut vandalism asked 


by LYNN ASINOF 


The legality of a disciplinary pro- 


gram for convicted vandals is being 
explored by the Mount Prospect Vil- 
lag,2 Board's fire and police com- 
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mittee as a way to combat rising van- 
dalism. 


Trustee Edward B. Rhea Jr. pro- 


posed the program after Police Chief 
Ralph J. Doney said the courts are 
not punishing vandals. 


Rhea said the village could develop 


a program where convicted vandals 
would be punished by having to attend 
a special series of lectures or doing 
some sort of beneficial work for the 
village, 


"IF WE HAD A viable, village pro- 


gram, I don't see why the judges 
wouldn't cooperate," Rhea said. 


Rhea's comments came after Doney 


explained that vandals are seldom 
punished because the county courts 
are too busy with more serious of- 
fenses. Doney said the courts also 
have a policy against fining offenders 
under 14 years of age, since they ap- 
pear in juvenile court. 


"The court doesn't listen to the po- 


lice departments or the villages," Do- 
ney said, noting that judges have been 
unresponsive to vandalism problems. 
"The court does what it thinks is nec- 
essary for justice." He added that 
only about 3 per cent of vandals are 
even apprehended. 


Doney said that a disciplinary pro- 


gram might work because it would 
identify the vandals. "I think public 
embarrassment is the best thing," he 
said. 


THE CHIEF SAID, however, he is 


not sure if such a program is con- 
stitutional. The committee members 
said they would ask for further study 
by the village attorney. 


Four residents from the Lions Park 


area attended the meeting to ask for 
more stringent village action against 
vandals. The four called for stiff fines 


for vandals, and a ban against per- 
sons gathering along Weller Creek. 


One of the residents said teen-agers 


gather in the creek, particularly un- 
der the bridges, to smoke marijuana 
and neck. He said these groups often 
turn to vandalism, and suggested put- 
ting lighting under the bndges to dis- 
courage such gatherings. 


Both Doney and the committee 


members said this would-be a good 
idea, noting the lights would have to 
be protected by a vandalproof shield. 


"It will just drive them somewhere 


else, but at least it will get them out 
from under the bridge," Trustee E. F. 
Richardson said. 


Rhea said he doubts the village can 


ban people from the creek area since 
it is public property, but Trustee Leo 
Floros said further study will be 
made of the matter 


3 presidents linked to CIA's role in Chile 


WASHINGTON (UPI > — The CIA, with the approval 


of three presidents and their top advisers, spent more 
than $13 million on a 10-year "extensive and contin- 
uous" undercover campaign to manipulate Chile's poli- 
tics, a special Senate report said Thursday. 


A staff member characterized Henry A. Kissinger, 


both as secretary of state and special White House ad- 
viser, as "the central figure . . . the architect . . . the 
principal in designing over-all policy in Chile" for seven 
vcars of the decade of U.S. interference between 1963 
and 1973. 


The 82-page report was prepared by staff members of 


the Senate Select Committee on Intelligence. 


••DID THE THREAT to vital U.S. national security 


interests posed by the presidency of Salvador Allende 


justify the several major covert attempts to prevent his 
accession to power?" the report asked, and answered 
itself: 


"Three American Presidents and their senior advi- 


sors evidently thought so." 


It said that starting with the administration of John 


F. Kennedy and running through Lyndon B. Johnson 
and Nixon, CIA money covertly "financed activities 
covering a broad spectrum, from simple propaganda 
manipulation of the press to large-scale support for Chi- 
lean political parties, from public opinion polls to direct 
attempts to foment a military coup." 


Halfway through the decade of clandestine actions, it 


said, "the CIA engaged in another special effort, this 
time at the express request of President Nixon and 


under the injunction not to inform the Dept. of State or 
Defense or the ambassador of the project," the report 
said. 


"THE CIA," it said, "attempted directly to start a 


military coup in Chile" in 1970 to prevent the election of 
Allende as South America's first Marxist president. The 
project failed and Allende was installed as president 
only to be overthrown and killed in a non-CIA sponsored 
military coup Sept. 11,1973. 


Committee staff members told reporters "this is not 


the end of our investigation of Chile." The committee 
arranged an open session Thursday to hear testimony 
from Edward M. Korry and Ralph Dungan, former am- 
bassadors to Chile. Both have left government service. 


At the hearing, committee counsel William Miller 


read a report saying that thousands of covert actions 
throughout the world had been undertaken by the CIA 
since 1947. 


These were carried out, said Miller, in the absence of 


anv law forbidding them and only on the basis of a 
section of the National Security Act of 1947, authorizing 
the CIA to "perform such other functions and duties 
related to intelligence affecting the national security as 
the National Security Council may from time to time 
direct. 


"The record examined thus far shows that covert ac- 


tion programs over the past 30 years have been suc- 
cessful generally against weak nations and far less so 
against our major potential enemies," Miller said.

They said they are not opposed to 
apartments for the elderly, but do not 
want Magnus to have a blank check 
for other types of apartment devel- 
opment. 


Magnus said he requested the meet- 


ing with Arlington Heights and Mount 
Prospect officials because the county 
zoning recommendations are based on 
"incorrect information." He said he 
will ask the village officials to help 
him set the facts straight as the coun- 
ty board begins study of the new land- 
use plan. 


"THE 
OFFICIALS on the county 


board have misconstrued a number of 
the essential elements in the matter," 
Magnus said. His comments apparent- 
ly refer to a restrictive covenant that 
went along with the original zoning of 
the property. 


County zoning board members said 


this covenant would have prohibited 
construction of the 728 units proposed 
for the property, located between Ar- 
lington Heights and Mount Prospect. 
At the hearings Magnus contended

Officials back 
juvenile court

Officials of 10 Northwest suburban 


communities united Thursday to sup- 
port a satellite Cook County Juvenile 
Court. 


The court is proposed for a new $1.5 


million police and courts building in 
Schaumburg. 


The municipal officials authorized a 


comprehensive 
study 
of juvenile 


crime problems to be conducted by 
the Northwest Municipal Conference, 
a group of 16 communities which 
meets periodically to discuss regional 
plans. 


The study will be coordinated by 


Willinm Muhlenfeld, the conference's 
executive director. Muhlenfeld will 
work with police chiefs, village offi- 
cials and representatives of Elk 
Cfrove. Wheeling and Schaumburg 
t o sv n s h 1 p s to gather information 
needed for a package to be presented 
to John S. Boyle, chief judge of the 
Circuit Court. 


ItKP. VIRGINIA Macdonald, R- 


Arllngton Heights, acting as moder- 
ator, said she called the meeting fol- 
lowing talks with Schaumburg Village 
Pres. Raymond Kessell after his vil- 
lage's proposal to establish a juvenile 
branch was rejected by court offi- 
cials. 


Mrs. Mncdonald said she agreed to 


help because she had been "somewhat 
influential" in establishing a Niles 
juvenile branch two years ago 


Schaumburg's proposal stemmed 


from a village safety committee study 
of increased vandalism. 


Mount Prospect Mayor Robert Tei- 


chert and Palatine Village Prcs. Wen- 
dell Jones presented the strongest 
stirmort for Schaumburg's proposal. 


Teiohert said he stronglv favored 


decentralisation of the juvenile court 
svsfem. "As village president I don't 
want to soend any more money than 
neces?ary sending policemen out of 
the community to go to a court." 


JONES SAID HE believes Schaum- 


burg is "preferable to Niles for a sat- 
elite court because of the geographic 
Issue as well as dollar savings." 


In a straw poll, Hoffman Estates 


Village Pres. Virginia Hayter and Po- 
lice Chief John O'Connell joined offi- 
cials of Bartlett in opposing the 
branch court. Mrs. Hayter said her 
vote could not be considered official 
because she had not yet consulted 
with the village board. 


She said she fears "the move might 


bring an Increased tax burden to Cook 
County taxpayers."
